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Lord Passfield’ “Not.” 


IN the reply which the Colonial Secretary made to the 
Deputation from the Deputies of British Jews which waited 
upon him recently, he was led into a grave omission. The 
report of the proceedings at the Deputation, which was held at 
the beginning of the month, does not appear to have reached 
the Press from the Colonial Office by whom it was communica- 
ted, until the end of last week. Up till now, the Jewish press 
has not been favoured even with the like promptitude, 
presumably because its readers are far more interested than are 
those of other newspapers in the matter. Or, it may be that 
the Colonial Office realised the reception which must have been 
accorded to what Lord PASSFIELD had to say by the Jewish 
public. If this supposition is correct, we must congratulate 
those responsible for the dissemination of this news on their 
realisation of the obvious. For Lord PASSFIELD made two 
statements in the course of his reply to the Deputation, both of 
which must prove unsatisfactory to Jews in the last degree. 
He said that Immigration into Palestine had not been stopped, 
it had only been suspended. But he did not explain the precise 
difference between stopping the immigration and suspending 
it, as he has done, indefinitely. He said that the stopping 
of immigration had been made in deference to the report of the 
Shaw Commission. But they, it will be remembered, were 
distinctly barred from considering major policy under which 
category, if anything, Jewish immigration must fall. Yet the 
Government, so Lord PASSFIELD explained, had adopted a 
suggestion on major policy from a Commission that was 
not entitled to consider it; and he could give, so he added, 
no promise” as to tho date on which a decision would be 
given ’’ as to whether the suggestion made by the Commission 
was or was not a valid one! Was there ever such comic 
tergiversation outsides the plays of Mr. GILBERT, or the 
Adventures of Alice in Wonderland? But see the further shift 
and evasion into which in this matter the Government has 
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drifted. Under the Churchill Memorandum, itself a mean and 
paltry whittling down of the evident intention in spirit, largely

The fact is that to all 
intents and purposes there is no essential difference between 
National Home and State; and we leave aside the word- 
ing of the Balfour Declaration and the. Mandate which we 
have so frequently shown must have been employed to envisage 
exactly what Lord PASSFIELD says they do not. For the 
dictionary tells us that a “ State” is “a civil community having 
its own system of government and law,” and the re National - 
Home,” as defined even by the Churchill Memorandum, was to | 
be precisely a community of Jews which would have conceded to 
it in due course its own system of government and law. 
The Memorandum was indeed careful to point out that at the — 
time it was issued considerable advance had been’ made in 
that direction. A State, we would add moreover, is 
no less a State because the community of which it is 
composed has not independent government or adopts a 
system of government or of law common to other peoples. 
The systems need not be exclusive or peculiar in order to 
justify the application to the community concerned of the term 
“ State.” And when we come to the expression National Home, 
how is that to be differentiated from the simple term “ Home" 
otherwise than by its being envisaged as a State ? Andwhyall this 
shilly-shallying, and all these attempts to “ bull-doze ” the Jewish 
people? Lord PASSFIELD and the Government are said to have 
expressed their surprise at the indignation of the Jews which 
their implementing of the Mandate has aroused. They may be 
equally surprised at the disgust and contempt that has been 
evoked in all those, non-Jews as well as Jews, who admire 
candour and despise disingenuousness even in politics. The 
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Government has a perfect right to say, if so it means, that it does 
not wish or intend to administer the Mandate in accordance with 
its provisions, literally and in spirit. But it has no right to 
pretend it is doing so, to say it is doing so, and yet to act in 
regard to it as Lord PASSFIELD intimated to the Deputation to 
which we refer, he and the Government intend to continue to 
act. It is the double-dealing which they mistake for States- 
manship and the contemptuous behaviour towards the Jewish 
people which they think they-can adopt with impunity, in which 
they will find the cause of Jewish indignation, which they 
declare is such a puzzle to them. 


Jewry: Week by Week. 


Some weeks ago I mentioned how some non-Jews in Boston 
had clubbed together to supply the Jewish Commiunity there 
with an amount of money in the collection of which it was 
deficient. And now, from what the American-Jewish papers say, it 
would seem that the position of Boston Jewry is really serious, if 
not grave. What has happened is that, in a word, it has over-spent 
itself. With a well-nigh insatiable craze it has been putting up great 
buildings for synagogues and other Jewish institutions without having 
the money to pay for them. It has then resorted to heavy mortgaging 
of the property, and this has’ been going on to such an extent that 
now there is difficulty in paying the interest that falls due. And the 
worst of it is that there appears to be no way out between those who 
hive been overwhelmed in financial ruin and those who, because of 
t .e financial slumps, are holding on to what they have with what must be 
conceded is natural tenacity. At the moment there is a deficit in the 
collection of the local Federated Funds which feed all the Communal 
efforts of the city of not less than 500,000 dollars. 


Nor, it would appear, is Boston alone in this difficult position, 
although it is perhaps in worse case than any other community in 
the United States. Observing that in 1927 the huge sum of 63,000,000 


‘dollars was expended on Svnagogue buildings alone, a writer in the 


Jewish EXPONENT savs : 

But there is another side to this picture. If budgets have grown 
tremendously, collections have by no means kept pace. All over the country 
deficits are mounting up, up. Sixty-three million dollars’ worth of syna- 
gogues and temples is a tremendous lot, but most of that money has not 
yet been paid. There are hundreds of buildings, but practically all of them 
are mortgaged to the limit. In most cases no attempt has been made to 
lessen the principals of these mortgages; in some cases difficulty is even 
being encountered in meeting the interest payments. In Philadelphia several 


- congregations are thus groaning aloud under their burdens—and the Phila- 


delphia Federation of Charities, in its 1930 drive, collected 400,000 dollars 
less than required for its estimated budgets. Cleveland is having trouble 
with its orphan asylum, and New York with more than one Yeshivah. The 
Brooklyn Federation of Jewish Charities was on the verge of bankruptcy, 
to be saved at the last moment by a million dollar gift.and by fusion with 
the New York Federation. But there are not many million. dollar gifts 
floating about nowadays. 
It will be recolleeted that Mr. J. de Haas, in a recent article which 
appeared in Tur Jewish Supplement, dealt with the 
position into which financial stringency has placed the Communities 
of the United States. It is to be hoped that he is correct in his belief 
that the difficulty is but evanescent, and that with the resourceful- 
ness characteristic of America and in which our people there are by 
no means deficient, it will before long be overcome. None the less, 
until tt is, our brethren there must have an anxious time. Nor must 
it be forgotten that there is bound to be a big “‘ draught” in the 
support that is likely to come from America for other Jewish purposes 
not essentially American-Jewish. There is the large income which 
for years has been devoted for Palestine and for relief in Eastern 
Europe, much of which is certain to be curtailed. So that the ominous 
state of affairs is by no means entirely local. in its effects. 

The collection which ‘ Mentor” of Tue Jewisn CHRoNIcLe 
is making this year—his seventeenth annuel effort—seems to lack 
that elasticity which usually betokens an ultimate satisfactory result. 
The money appears to be just dribbling in, and the amounts sub- 
scribed evidently, since they are so small, come in the main from 
those who can least afford to give. Their faithfulness, their kindliness, 
their love for the little ones will doubtless carve for them a niche in 
the sum of heavenly deeds without which life on earth would be dull 
and dreary and hopeless. What they give, however, being necessarily 
small, will not take many of the kiddies on their holidays, however 
much it may help. But what their thoughtfulness ought to do is to 
prove an example and an encouragement to others who are more 
richly blessed than they with the material good things of this world. 


Is it in vain to hope that this will be so? There are, I know, 
© many excuses available to those who will not give, or will give but 
Parsimoniously—bad trade, numerous calls and all that sort of thing. 


tet 


But over against all of them stand the children of the poor and their 
sore need of a fortnight’s holiday, and they make all such excuses 
as I have mentioned appear worse than unkind—ridiculous. My con- 
tributor has always imposed upon himself the embargo of refusing to 
ask for subscriptions to his fund because, as he has said, he regards 
it as a supreme cause which ought to ask for itself. That is one way 
of looking at the matter, and it is one with which many, I am sure, 
will deeply sympathise. But I do not feel anything of “ Mentor's ” 
compunction on the point, and so I do very sincerely and earnestly 
ask that more attention of a practical nature shall be given to the 
fund which he is endeavouring to raise this year for the Children’s 
Country Holidays’ Fund. I would add that Tue JEwisi CHRONICLE 
does not, nor has it ever, deducted a farthing for expenses in connec- 
tion with the collection, all the work, and it is, of course, considerable, 
being done voluntarily or paid for without any recourse to the Fund. 


Mr. D. Tscherniakoff, B.Sc., Secretary of the Jewish Health 
Organisation of Great Britain, sends me the following note on the 
subject of that undesirable advertisement which appeared in the 
BRITISH MepIcAL JouRNAL and to which more than one reference 
has been made in this column: 

The Chairman of the Jewish Health Organisation desires me to convey 
to vou on behalf of the members and officers of the Organisation their sincere 
congratulations and appreciation of the action you have taken in connection 
with the advertisement published recently in the British Mepicat JOURNAL. 
The aspersions which the advertisement was intended to cast on Jewish 
medical men will no doubt be resented by all their fa:r-minded and represen- 
tative colleagues as being contrary to the traditions of the profession. , 
It is gratifying indeed to receive this expression: of approval of the 
protest that was made. 


Last week in referring to the American Zionist Conference at 


Cleveland and to the * pax *’ which had been effected with the Brandets- 
Mack group,the members of which have for nine years held aloof from 
the Organisation there, I said that detailed accounts of what happened 
would prove of much interest. My New York correspondent this week 
tells graphically of the situation as it developed and it 1s gratifying to 
know that the arrangement come to is one that re-unites the two 
sections of Zionists that had so long been hostile,and has not given 
anything like mastery to either. A correspondent at Washingtor, 
a long despatch from whom appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last 
week, showed that it is more than probable that the United States 
government may deem it right to play a much more active part than 
it hitherto has done in Palestine matters, especially as they affect the 
carrying out of the Mandate for that country. If that should turn ovt 
to be the case then the “ united front” which has been achieved in 
American Zionism is of the utmost importance. 


According to the report of the Conference which appears on another 
page there was a good deal of theatrical sentimentality associated with 
the compromise that has brought the parties together once again. 
But for this, all allowances, not least environmental, must be made. 
What for my part I chiefly miss in the report is any detail concerning 
the relation of the new Organisation to the mixed Jewish Agency. 
There is a reference to some representation on the Agency, 
but that does not take us far. I hope the very serious 
questions involved in respect to the Agency were not for- 
gotten or ignored in the joy of reconciliation. For, having regard 
to all things in connection with the Movement in general, one of 
its best opportunities now is a strong and vigorous American Organisa- 
tion. It would certainly be weakened if differences were to crop up 
hereafter concerning the Agency, as they well may if the relations 
between it and the Organisation have not been definitely determined, 
before the Organisation gets to work on its not very tender job of 
resuscitating the Movement in the United States. For nothing les 
than that is its first business. 


The painful $.0.S. which Councillor Howitt sends this week on 
behalf of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah is unpleasant reading 
indeed. It is ungratifying to the last degree to know that this 
institution, which by all accounts docs,so much real good for the 
uplift of youth in the East End, shall be “stumped” for the 
sake of a few hundred pounds. And that notwithstanding the 
constant asseverations that are being made of the care and regard 
felt by the Community for the growing generation in our midst. 
The call which Councillor Howitt makes and which brooks of no 
delay ought to appeal specially to those who care for the mainten- 
ance of Jewish tradition in religious observance, judging from a 
remark he makes as to one cause for the deplorable state in which 
this Talmud Torah finds itself. I do hope that within the next few 
days the money that is required to prevent the disaster that 
threatens will be forthcoming. It would be something passing dis- 
graceful if the Community allowed the threatened evil to happen, 
and it would be a grave chillul hashem. 


Before Lord Passfield had dismissed with his cavalier . non 
possumus the deputation of British Jews that recently waited upon 
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him in reference to Palestine matters, or at least before his words were 
made public, Mr. William Martin, a writer whose work has a European 
reputation, in the course of an article in the JournaL DE GENEVE, had 
something to say which comes aptly upon the Colonial Secretary's 
reading of the obligation of this country under the Mandate. Mr. 
Martin wrote what he did in consequence of the speech by Dr. Shiels 
before the Mandates Commission of the League of Nations last month :— 


At the time when the terms of the Mandate were fixed (wrote Mr. Martin), 
everybody was convinced that the Jewish National Home was going to become 
a living reality and so great a thing that i: appeared necessary to take 
precautions in adyance against ** Jewish Impcrialism” and to provide the 
Arabs with guarantees against Jewish oppression. That is why the Mandate 
contains reservations, the spirit of which is similar to those of the dispositions 
which protect the national minorities in Eastern Europe. But by an 
extraordinary confusion, these dispositions, the existence of which proves the 
extent intended for the Jewish National Home. are now used in a manner 
quite the contrary of that which they were originally intended to signify. 
There has been derived from them, not a protection for Arabs against 
oppression by Jews, but a doctrine of an inteyral status quo which is the 
negation of the National Home. For it is impossible to conciliate mobility 
with immobility. | 

We declare that this attitude of the British Government is an injustice, 
Solemn and precise promises have been made to Jews. They have been 
authorised to clear with their money iid with their sweat the Promised 
Land which had become partially desert, as a result of many centuries of 
Turkish rule; they have sent there 100,000 of their sons, and have put into 
this miserly and greedy earth 40 million pounds sterling, one milliard of our 
francs. They have preached to the whole of their youth a great ideal, turning 
them aside from the social revolution. Now, someone will come and tell 
them: “Gentlemen, the experience lasted long enough! no further 
admittance 


These are strong words, but in all history it would be difficult to match 
the cynical disregard of the elemental demands of national honour with 
which this great country stands to become besmirched by the policy 
Lord Passfield appears bent on pursuing. 


But as Mr. Martin rightly declares such injustice and wrong will 
not be enacted with impunity, and it is not dificult to see to what it is 
bound to lead :— 


As Talleyrand said, it is more than a crime—it is a mistake (continues 


"Mr. Martin). It is more than an injustice—it is an imprudence. Five hours 


after the withdrawal of the immigration permits was made known in 
Jerusalem, the Jews of Chicago were already demonstrating in the streets 
against England. That is a serious warning. Do the English think that 
they had not enough difficulties in the world; do they want on their hands 
fifteen millions of Jews ? But that is their own business. | 
This affair has yet a graver aspect, which is of interest to all Europe. 
There must not be committed in the Orient this last fault which will show 
that prizes are given for revolutions. The Arabs will henceforth know that 
it is sufficient to kill a few Jews in order to obtain from England alf they want. 
Unhappy people, do you not see that you are putting into the hands of your 
enemies the firebrand which will set fire to vour own house ? 
Altogether the policy which the Government seems about to adopt is 
as unfortunate in itself to Jews as the consequences of it are likely to be 
both unfortunate and disastrous into the bargain to Great Britain. 
But under the evil influence of the Colonial Oifice, the Government in 
this Palestine matter has sunk deeper and deeper into the mire of 
disingenuous double-dealing, which with supreme fecklessness it pre- 
tends to regard as straightforward statesmanship ! 


The very interesting and gratifying account which appeared in 
THe Jewish CHronice last week of the Jewish Olympiad at Antwerp 
must have appealed to every true Jew ish heart. For here were gathered 
together what were rightly described as “ stalwart representatives of 
a re-born race ’—a body of Jews who had assembled to show to the 
world the potentiality in the Jew of muscle and-of limb.- It was a most 
hopeful evidence of the working of the Jewish National spirit which is 
not to be dismayed by political tergiversation or by jealous enmity. 
It showed that the Zionist Movement has not been in vain; it has at 
least tended to iron out of our Jewish youth the Ghetto bend and the 
weakness and dependence to which the sufferance of all our tribe seemed 
to so large an extent to have eternally condemned us, 


The display of physical foree and power, of healthy bodies for 
healthy minds, was gratifying in the extreme and reflected much credit 
not alone upon those who participated but also on those who had 
organised it. I do not see, however, why Hatikvah was sung at the 
Sabbath eve service instead of Yigdal. Time could not have been so 
exigent as to preclude the singing of both, and there is no point in 
giving to scoffers ground for suggesting that a Jewish athlete cannot 
b2 a Shema Jew, while as a matter of fact he is probably doing much 
more by cultivating Jewish prowess to promote and uphold the Jewish 
na‘ne, than by the mere repetition of the sacred formula, 


One of the traditional qualifications of the Synagogue Warden is 
a nice and exact appreciation of the mizvoth due to various members 
of the congregation. No easy acquirement, because it involves a 
minute appreciation of the precise value of not alone each sort of 
“honour,” but of each “ honour ” in itself. Thus, for some reason or 
another, to be asked to raise the Sepher is deemed a greater honour than 
to be asked to roll it up ; while to be asked to open the Ark is greater 


than either. Then I am assured by one whose acquaintance with the 
Warden’s Box has been extensive, to be called up to the reading of the 
Law third is a greater honour than to be called up fourth, although to 
be called up sixth is greater than to be called up fifth. No wonder then 
that the Warden of the Congregation of Gavrolin, Poland, recently 
pleaded for merciful consideration when he was summoned by an irate 
worshipper who alleged that he had been slighted, but had first made 
sure of his case by thrashing the poor Warden because, so the man com- 
plained, he had been assigned an inferior mitzva by the Warden.

But after this no one will, 
I am sure, deny that a Warden’s life is one of ups and downs —calling 
up and being called down— over the coals ! 

The writer of “ The Londoner s Diary,” one of the most mnier- 
taining of the features that appears daily in the Evening Stanparp, 
is usually well informed as to-his facts.

About the appealing urgency of the cause he is 
advocating no one who reads what the Judge says in the course of 
an interview with Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE or the letter so influentially 
signed by the Chief Rabbi and others, published this week, can be in 
any doubt. For the effort is made to “ deal wisely ” as the Psalmist 
puts it, with that most distressing form of poverty to which he also 
alludes—that of those who have been in positions of independenco 
and have been brought to poverty. The calls upon the Community 
are just now, I know, numerous, and some of them have had to remain 
unanswered in anything like fullness. Still I hope that there will 
be not a few who. will rally to the help of these brethren of ours exiled 
from their native homes, who, through circumstances beyond their

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Two Matters. 


By Mentor. 

F we would assay the degeneration in spirit that has come of 
recent times over the Community, a fair test would be the 
way in which public opinion is ignored even where it is not 
actually flouted, And it is ignored moreover with impunity ; 

n clear piece of evidence that carelessness concerning public matters 
prevails. It would not be difficult to give a lengthy catalogue of 
instances to which I refer, but a few will suffice. A little while 
ago the Jewish Board of Guardians decided to arrange for the 
employment of youths who came under its care in situations where 
work on Sabbaths and Holy-days was obligatory. Many felt that, 
whatever the circumstances that prevented the Board from obtain. 
ing employment where Sabbaths and Holy-days could be respected, 
it was scandalous that a Jewish institution should concur in those 
for whom it is responsible disregarding the sacredness of such days. 
They felt that what the Board had done was a blow at the very 
foundations of traditional Jewish practice and regard for funda- 
mental Jewish law. Yet the Board persists in the course it has 
chosen and not a singie voice is’ heard in protest from those who 
are supposed to be the religious guardians of the Community. 
Even the Chief Rabbi by ignoring the matter seems to tell us that 
there are no sins which Charity will not cover—a dangerous 
doctrine surely if that is his teaching; but a more dangerous one to 
leave to be implied, if as lam sure he still believes in the observance 
of the Fourth Commandment and the special times and seasons set 
apart by Holy Writ. | 


BUT THERE ARE AT LEAST two other instances where Dr. Hertz 
ought by general accord to have spoken, and in reference to which 
he has preferred toremain dumb. I mean for one, the question raised 
by his colleague the Rey. A. A. Green about the inclusion in the new 
Prayer Book for Children, of Christian Hymns—that is of Hymns 
ordinarily said and sung in Christian places of Worship. The 
Chief Rabbi was stated to have approved of these importations 
into Jewish service, and he should at least have given his reason 
for his choice so as to assuage if he could the feelings of the many 
who deem the selection for the purpose evil and disintegrating. 
Mr. Green, too, has thought it the right thing to flout the public 
opinion he himself aroused, and after having made his protest to 
relapse into his silent shell. No one can suppose that he thinks 
his complaint was answered by the inanities of Minister-Emeritus 
Stern or by the feeble vapourings of the Rey. Mr. Livingstone, 
It is just another case of treating public opinion with contempt. And, 
writing of Mr. Livingstone, there is the other instance—the con- 
tribution he recently made to the testing of public opinion when 
he acknowledged, if. not actually then inferentially, that the 
choristers in his Synagogue travel Sabbath after Sabbath to 


perform their duties from their homes a long distance 
away. Subsequently a communication appeared in THE JEWISH 


CHRONICLE stating that this ugly and vulgar breach of the 
Sabbath was common to many of our Synagogues. The allegation 
has been made and has not been refuted; nor has there been said a 
word about any steps that are to be taken in order to remedy the 
palpable wrong—for instance by having no choirs where such 
cannot be obtained without reducing the Synagogue to the position 
of a laughing stock for hypocritical sham. | 


SO ONE MIGHT GO ON recalling incident after incident where public 
opinion has lately been set at nought and the views of the Com- 
munity treated with ignominy and contempt. There is that very 
strange episode which came to be known as“ Rabbi or no Rabbi ?” 
The rights and the wrongs of the treatment accorded to Rabbi 
Levy of Durban, are hidden from the public at large, although 
many know that a gross and scandalous prostitution of the 
position and office of Rabbi was enacted, most probably as a 
result of personal pique, vindictive spite and petty jealousy. 
But public opinion, having for so long been -starved, has 
submitted in this as in so many other matters—as it has in the Brodie 
mystery, and the luring away of a Rabbi from his pulpit by the 
authorities of the Synagogue which secured him, without even the 
formality, not to say amenity, of consultation with the authorities of 
the Synagogue, who were to be deprived of his services. All this 
sort of thing with its hole-and-corner secretiveness and its 
inferential message to the public to go to a warm place if it ventures 
to enquire whether it is being involved to its detriment, is one of 
the chief sources of Communal weakness and degeneration which is 
being so constantly deplored. Those who think it so clever and so 
smart to “take no notice” of public criticism appear to be ignorant 
of what their conduct is leading Anglo-Jewry to. It was the late 
Chief Rabbi who years ago expressed his anxiety about our becoming 
“ Don't Care-ites.” Why, compared with now, care and regard for 
Jewish public matters was then intense! To-day, thanks to the cult 
to which I have alluded, it has become anemic almost to the point of 
paralysis.

elements. Indeed, Mr. Henriques disarms much criticism by 
himself acknowledging that he is cranky; and I would add that his 
admitted crankiness is dangerous beyond measure if this address is 
indicative of the sort of influence and teaching imparted by him 
as Warden to those young ones who come under his sway,

Aud this blasphemous 
mentality seems to be characteristic. It may be a sure sign of 
crankiness, but that does not make it any better for our young 
who come under its malign influence. I know that Mr. Henriques 
means well, that he enthusiastically devotes his life to what he 
deems to be arighteous Cause. But that does not mend matters. 
Heaven is ot paved with good intentions and history is replete with 
the evil done by those with the very best of motives. And having read 
his address | have come unhesitatingly to the opinion that less wrong 
would be done to our children if they were subjected to Christian mis- 
sionary treatment than if they become inoculated with the doctrine 
which Mr. Henriques appears here to advocate. Christian Missionary 
teaching would urge the detinite, conscious abandonment of Judaism 
in favour of adhesion to the prevalent faith. Mr. Henriques, judging 
from what he says in his address, would wean his victims away 
from Judaism while still leaving them under the illusion that they 
were loyal to the faith to which they were born—that through 
his teaching indeed they had become more faithful instead of 
altogether faithless Jews. I can imagine nothing more deplorable or 
more hurtful to the future lives of these young people. Yet I suppose, 
for saying what I earnestly and sincerely feel on this matter, I shall 
for my pains be treated to a stream of obloquy, in which charges of 
bigotry and narrow-mindedness will hurtle around me. Let me say 
then in advance, before the hurtling begins, that I am fully aware of 
the risk that Lor anyone else runs in challenging those circumstanced 
as are the supporters of the Settlement of which Mr. Henriques is 
Warden. But as I see he appeals to the prophets of Israel, let me 
plead that they never bowed the knee to Baal, though the idol was 
of finest gold and its worshippers the mighty ones of the earth.

Grocery Relief Fund. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

The annual meeting of the Grocery Relief Fund was held on 
Tuesday afternoon last at the residence of Mrs. Charles Seligman, 
17, Kensington Palace Gardens, W. 

Mrs. F. REICHMANN, a Vice-President, after referring to the 
great loss the Institution had suffered in the death of their Presi- 


dent, Mrs. Hertz, proposed the election of Mrs. Charles Seligman to 
fill the vacant office. 


Mrs. CHARLES SELIGMAN, Wh) was unanimously elected President, 
said that she had a difficult task in front of her if she was to follow 
the example set by the late Mrs. Hertz whose loss, not only to the 
Grocery Relief Fund but to many another Charity, was still felt. 

Mrs. REICHMANN read the Annual Report. The subscriptions, 
she said, had been well maintained. The expenses of administra- 
tion had been cut down to the barest minimum so that practically 
every penny they received went in supplying relief to the vast 
numbers of necessitous poor. Beginning in October last, twenty-two 
distributions had been made at regular intervals throughout the 
winter. Jewish institutions, schools and ministers had recom- 
mended an exceptionally large number of deserving cases and it was 
their proud boast that no case was ever turned empty-handed away. 
No less than 9,437 parcels had been distributed, including nearly a 
thousand sent to those living at a distance and anonymously to 
those whose justifiable pride prevented them from approaching the 
Fund personally. Their parcels had used up 4,106 lbs. of tea; 
4,610 Ibs. of cocoa; 147} cwts. of rice; 144} cwts. of sugar, 60} cwts. 
of beans ; 87 cwts. of barley; and nearly 10,000 tins of condensed 
milk. In conclusion, Mrs. Reichmann paid tributes to, among others, 
Mrs. P. Mordaunt, the Hon. Auditor; to Messrs. Lewis and 


Yglesias, the Hon. Solicitors; and to Mrz. I. Aarons and Miss H. R. 
Kahn, the Hon. Secretaries. 


Mrs. SELIGMAN announced the Fund's intention of participating in 
the * Rose Hertz Memorial Fund.” 

Mrs. BLANKENSEE, a Vice-President, presented the Balance-sheet, 
showing total income £1,396, of which sum £883 was donations and £300 
was dividends from invested funds. £1,162 had been spent on groceries, 
and new investment stock had been purchased to an amount of £125. 
There was cash in hand of about £40, so that the administrative costs 
were under £70. 

The Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. The Hon. Officers and 
Committee were re-elected, with the exception of Miss Zachariah, who 


had retired from her Vice-Presideney after a quarter of a cen ’s servi

Dr. MAURICE HARRIS. 


TRIBUTE BY DR. STEPHEN §8, WISE. 

In the course of the address spoken at the memorial service of Rabbi 
Dr. Maurice H. Hartris, of Temple Israel, held at Temple Emanu-El, Dr. 
Stephen 5S. Wise, Rabbi of the Free Synagogue and President of the 
Jewish Institute of Religion, said : 

“ Harris did all things with earnestness and diligence and considera- 
tion. He was a pioneer in the field of Jewish education, facing its 
problems with understanding and vision, and writing for children out ie 
the heart of a child. 

“As preacher, he stood out. He had robust common sense, a tense 
and literary touch which often expressed itself in memorable phrase and 
vivid turn of speech. His were mellow wisdom, genial hnmour and, over 
and beyond all, rightmindedness which gave a high ethical quality to his 
spoken word, 

“ But his chiefest distinction lay, not in sound learning or brilliant 
preaching or in any manner of achievement, but in the inmost quality of 
his life which was finer than any word he preached and greater than any 
work he wrought. Harris was sincerity itscif. He walked with God, and 
his humility was not a pose but of the very essence. of his being. The 
quiet dignity of his life was an outwar. token of that inner serenity which 
derives from undivided dedication to the cause one serves. 

“Truly may it be said of Dr. Harris, in the word of one of the sages 
of our people: * When he went up to the Holy Altar, he made the garment 
of holiness honourable.’ ”

Mrs. ARNOLD GABRIEL. 

LADY SPIELMAN writes : 

With thé passing of Mrs. Arnold Gabriel, a very beautiful chapter in 
the history of the Orphanage at West Norwood has been closed, for the 
link that bound her to the litthe Home which bears her name was very 
close. Her visits were regarded as red-letter days, for her's was a 
personality to be cherished and revered by all with whom she came in 
contact. Of late years, Mrs. Gabriel's strength did not permit of frequent 
visits, but her interest in the Home was undimmed and she never failed 
to celebrate her birthday in the midst of the little ones—rejoicing in their 
birthday greetings, their pretty little performances and their pleasure in 
the birthday tea. Even as recently as May last, she insisted upon the 
usual programme being carried out, though it was only too evident to 
those privileged to be present, that the effort was beyond her frail strength 
and that those of us who looked forward to the birthday celebration 


as one of the prettiest and most touching incidents in the Norwood 


year, would witness it no more. If one were to attempt to analyse in 
what way Mrs. Gabriel's charm was exercised and her influence 
felt, I should attribute it to the innate dignity of manner, to her genuine 
desire to create happiness for others, and above all to her simple and 
unaffected piety. It was this genuine, heartfelt belief in the goodness 
and merey of the Almighty which unconsciously moved and impressed 
the children—not only the little ones in the Gabriel Home, but to a yet 
greater extent the bigger boys and girls in the main institution. It may 
be of interest to Mrs. Gabriel's marly friends to recall that the Gabriel 
Home was the outcome of the great sorrow of her life-—-the 
loss of a deeply beloved husband at a comparatively early 
age. In order to divert. Mrs. Gabriel's thoughts in some measure 
from the grief that threatened to overwhelm her, the late Mr. Nathan 
Joseph, with his ready sympathy and wise counsel, drew her attention to 
the great need for a Junior Home at Norwood. No provision was possible 
for children of tender age in the Institution of those days, but the call to 
admit these helpless little ones was growing more insistent with every 
year, and no one felt it more deeply than did Mr. Joseph. It was in 
founding the “ Arnold and Jane Gabriel Home,” and in giving effect to the 
ideals put forward by Mr. Nathan Joseph, that Mrs. Gabriel found 
consolation and much of the happiness of the last years of her life. 
May her memory be for a blessing to all who work on behalf of Norwood 
and the children within its walls! 


Mr. M. KAYE writes: 

Mrs. Arnold Gabriel who passed peacefully away last week in her 
92nd year was married at an early age to the late Mr. Arnold Gabriel, and 
with him she led an ideal life of happiness and devotion. Under the 
advice of the late Mr. Nathan 8. Joseph she concerned herself with the 
progress and development of the Jewish Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
The institution had been enlarged to its utmost limits and the need 
was being felt for separate accommodation for younger, children, 
This need made a strong appeal to Mrs. Gabriel, and the letter which she 
wrote to the late Sir George Faudel Phillfps, the then President of the 
Orphanage twenty-one years ago, conveys in moving terms of sympathy 
her desire to come to the aid of the Jewish Community. She expressed 
her willingness to give the sum of £12,000 to build and equip in the 
grounds of the Institution a special home and school adapted for the 


housing and education of fifty little children, This offer led to the 
erection of the Arnold and Jane Gabriel Home in 1910. The building ts 
still regarded as a model, and it certainly displays the breadth of views 
of the founder and the originality of the architect, Mr. Ernest M. Joseph. 
In the course of time, the Gabriel Home has grown so popular that the 
accommodation has been recently increased, while the demand for the 
reception of day scholars from the neighbourhood is so great that it 
cannot be met. During the twenty years of its existence, Mrs. Gabriel 
maintained a close interest in the working of the now Home. She kept 
in constant touch with the Headmaster and Matron and paid frequent 
Visits in order to become acquainted with the children and staff. She 
had a charming manner with little ones. It was a sight to gladden 
anyone's heart to watch her playing ber part in training and enter- 
taining the younger orphans of Anglo-Jewry, and many hundreds can 
already look back and bless their association with the Good Fairy who 
erected such a palace forthem to live in. Her influence with the teachers 
and nurses was exercised to the point of inspiration, and the lesson will 
never be forgotten by those who had the good fortune to receive it. With 
mivancing years and faiiing powers her visits became less frequent. 
Latterly they were confined to the birthday parties which she still gave to 
her young charges. On the occasion of her ninetieth birthday, she seemed 
to gather fresh strength. She made a tour of the whole institution. and 
her address to the older boys and girls who had passed out of the Gabriel 
Home was couched in such touching words that many were moved to 
tears. At her ninety-first birthday party in May last, it was evident that 
the exertion and excitement were too much for her. She attended, in 
spite of ‘the warning given by her medical adviser. She took to her bed 
after it and lingered only some weeks before she died. She has gone to ber 
everlasting rest full of years and full of honour, and she carries with her 
what she prized above all things-—the love and affection of the orphans, 


‘to whom she was a noble bencfactress. The memory of her will never 


be forgotten while the Gabriel Home stands. 


Dr. L. STEIN (Berlin). 

The death is announced from Berlin, of Dr. Ludwig Stein, the 
scholar and publicist, who has died suddenly at the age of seventy- 
one, Dr. Stein was a Professor of Philosophy at the Universities of 
Ziirich and Berlin and was the author of a number of philosophical 
studies. Recently be had been prominent as Editor of Norp uND 
SUD, a review devoted to foreign affairs. He was also diplomatic 
correspondent of the VossiscHE ZEITUNG and other newspapers to 
which he contributed under the pen-name of “ Diplomaticus.” The 
deceased was a well-known figure at diplomatic and international 
gatherings in Berlin. He was a leading member of the German 
Committee for Internatiofal Discussion, which arranged a number 
of addresses on tnternational affairs delivered, during the past two 
years, by foreign Statesmen in the Reichstag. 


Mr. R. SCHILDEKRAUT., 


Mr. Rudolph Schildkraut, the well-known stage and screen, 


actor, died suddenly of a heart attack, on Tuesday, while he was at 
work on a film at the Hollywood home of his son, Mr. Joseph Schild. 
kraut, who is also a prominent film actor. The deceased was born 
in Constantinople, of Roumanian parents, and was educated in Berlin 
and Vienna, Most of his life had been spent on the stage. He 
played Shakespeare in five languages and since 1921, when he went 
to New York, he acted Jeading rdéles in a large number of films.

His residence, Derwent View, to be used as a hospital for poor consump- 
tives and poor persons suffering from diseases of the chest, to be known 
as ‘‘ The Northern Counties Hospital for Diseases of the Chest” (* Aba 
Mickler’s Home”) or such other name having the words “Aba Mickler’s 
Home" as the principal part thereof, and the trustees at the expense of 
the estate shall cause the name in both English and Hebrew to be affixed 
to some conspicnous part of the said premises, and he left £2,000 for the 
upkeep and repair thereof. The residue of the property to such of the 
following Newcastle-on-Tyne charities as his trustees shall within two 
years of his death determine, namely: The Hospital for Diseases of the 
Skin, the Hospital for diseases of the Throat and Ear, the Hospital for 
Incurables, the Northern Counties Hospital for Diseases of the Chest, 
the Northern Counties Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, the Northern 
Counties Orphan Institution (Abbot Memorial) for Girls, the Northern

ARE JEWS A RACE?

Mr. Henriques, judging 
from what he says in his address, would wean his victims away 
from Judaism while still leaving them under the illusion that they 
were loyal to the faith to which they were born—that through 
his teaching indeed they had become more faithful instead of 
altogether faithless Jews. I can imagine nothing more deplorable or 
more hurtful to the future lives of these young people. Yet I suppose, 
for saying what I earnestly and sincerely feel on this matter, I shall 
for my pains be treated to a stream of obloquy, in which charges of 
bigotry and narrow-mindedness will hurtle around me.

Grocery Relief Fund. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT. 
The annual meeting of the Grocery Relief Fund was held on 


Tuesday afternoon last at the residence of Mrs. Charles Seligman, 
17, Kensington Palace Gardens, W. 


Mrs. F. ReicHMANN, a Vice-President, after referring to the 
great loss the Institution had suffered in the death of their Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Hertz, proposed the election of Mrs. Charles Seligman to 
fill the vacant office. | 

Mrs. CHARLES SELIGMAN, Wh) was unanimously elected President, 
said that she had a difficult task in front of her if she was to follow 
the example set by the late Mrs. Hertz whose loss, not only to the 
Grocery Relief Fund but to many another Charity, was still felt. 
| Mrs. REICHMANN read the Annual Report. The subscriptions, 
she said, had been well maintained. The expenses of administra- 


_ tion had been cut down to the barest minimum so that practically 


every penny they received went in supplying relief to the vast 
numbers of necessitous poor. Beginning in October last, twenty-two 


distributions had been made at regular intervals throughout the’ 


winter. Jewish institutions, schools and ministers had recom- 
mended an exceptionally large number of deserving cases and it was 
their proud boast that no case was ever turned empty-handed away. 
No less than 9,437 parcels had been distributed, including nearly a 
thousand sent to those living at a distance and anonymously to 
those whose justifiable pride prevented them from approaching the 
Fund personally. Their parcels had used up 4,106 lbs. of tea; 
4,610 Ibs. of cocoa; 147} cwts. of rice; 1444 cwts. of sugar; 60} cwts. 
of beans ; 37 cwts. of barley; and nearly 10,000 tins of condensed 
milk. In conclusion, Mrs. Reichmann paid tributes to, among others, 
Mrs. P. Mordaunt, the Hon. Auditor; to Messrs. Lewis and 


Yglesias, the Hon. Solicitors; and to Mrz, I. Aarons and Miss H. R, 
Kahn, the Hon. Secretaries. 


Mrs. SELIGMAN announced the Fund's intention of participating in 
the * Rose Hertz Memorial Fund.” 

Mrs. BLANKENSEE, a Vice-President, presented the Balance-sheet, 
showing total income £1,396, of which sum £883 was donations and £300 
was dividends from invested funds. £1,162 had been spent on groceries, 
and new investment stock had been purchased to an amount of £125. 


There was cash in hand of about £40, so that the administrative costs 
were under £70. 


The Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. The Hon. Officers and | 


Committee were re-elected, with the exception of Miss Zachariah, who 


had retired from her Vice-Presidency after a quarter of a century’s service 
for the Fund.

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Obituary. 


Raber Dr. MAURICK HARRIS. 


In the course of the address spoken at the memptial service of Rabbi 
Dr. Maurice H. Harris, of Temple Israel, held at Temple Emann-El, Dr. 
Stephen 8S. Wise, Rabbi of the Free Synagogue and President of the 
Jewish Institute of Religion, said : 

“Harris did all things with earnestness and diligence and considera- 
tion. He was a pioneer in the field of Jewish education, facing its 
problems with understanding and vision, and writing for children out of 
the heart of a child. 

“As preacher, he stood out. He had robust common sense, a tense 
and literary touch which often expressed itself in memorable phrase and 
vivid turn of speech. His were mellow wisdom, genial hnmour and, over 
and beyond all, rightmindedness which gave a high ethical quality to his 
spoken word. 

“ But his chicfest distinction lay, not in sound learning or brilliant 
‘preaching or in any manner of achievement, but in the inmost quality of 
his life which Was finer than any word he preached and greater than any 
work he wrought. Harris was sincerity itself. He walked with God, and 
his humility was not a pose but of the very essence of his being. The 
quiet dignity of his life was an outward token of that inner serenity which 
derives from undivided dedication to the cause one serves. 

“Truly may it be said of Dr. Harris, in the word of one of the sages 
of our people: * When he went up to the Holy Altar, he made the garment 
of holiness honourable.’

With the passing of Mrs. Arnold Gabriel, a very beautiful chapter in 
the history of the Orphanage at West Norwood has been closed, for the 


link that bound her to the little Home which bears her name was very 


close. Her visits were regarded as red-letter days, for her's was a 
‘personality to be cherished and revered by all with whom she came in 
contact. Of late years, Mrs. Gabriel's strength did not permit of frequent 
visits, but her interest in the Home was undimmed and she never failed 
to celebrate her birthday in the midst of the little ones—rejoicing in their 
hirthday greetings, their pretty little performances and their pleasure in 
the birthday tea. Even as recently as May last, she insisted upon the 
usual programme being carried out, though it was only too evident to 
those privileged to be present, that the effort was beyond her frail strength 
and that those of us who lodked forward to the birthday celebration 
as one of the prettiest and most touching incidents in the Norwood 
year, would witness it no more. If one were to attempt to analyse in 


what way Mrs. Gabriel's charm was excrcised and her influence . 


felt, I should attribute it to the innate dignity of manner, to her genuine 
desire to create happiness for others, and above all to her simple and 
unaffected piety. It was this genuine, heartfelt belief in the goodness 
and merey of the Almighty which wniconsciously moved and impressed 
the children—-not only the little ones in the Gabriel Home, but to a yet 
greater extent the bigger boys and girls in the main institution. It may 
be of interest to Mrs. Gabricl’s many friends to recall that the Gabriel 
Home was the outcome of the great sorrow of her life—the 
loss of a deeply beteved husband at a comparatively early 
age. In order to divert Mrs. Gabriel's thoughts in some measure 
from the grief that threatened to overwhelm her, the late Mr. Nathan 
Joseph, with his ready sympathy and wise counsel, drew her attention to 
the great need for a Junior Home at Norwood. No provision was possible 
for children of tender age in the Institution of those days, but the call to 


_admit these helpless little ones was growing more insistent with every 


year, and no one felt it more deeply than did Mr. Joseph. It was in 
founding the “ Arnold and Jane Gabriel Home,” and in giving effect to the 
ideals put forward by Mr. Nathan Joseph, that Mrs. Gabriel found 
consolation and much of the happiness of the last years of her life. 
May her memory be for a blessing to all who work on behalf of Norwood 
and the children within its walls! 

Mr. M. KAYE writes: 

Mrs. Arnold Gabriel who passed peacefully away last week in her 
92nd year was marricd at an early age to the late Mr. Arnold Gabriel, and 
with him she led an ideal life of happiness and devotion. Under the 
advice of the late Mr. Nathan 8S. Joseph she concerned herself with the 
progress and development of the Jewish Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
The institution had been enlarged to its utmost limits and the need 
was being felt for separate accommodation for younger, children, 
This need made a strong appeal to Mrs. Gabriel, and the letter which she 
wrote to the late Sir George Faudel Phillips, the then President of the 
Orphanage twenty-one years ago, conveys in moving terms of sympathy 
her desire to come to the aid of the Jewish Community. She expressed 
her willingness to give the sum of £12,000 to build and equip in the 
grounds of the Institution a special home and school adapted for the 
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housing and education of fifty little children, This offer led to the 
erection of the Arnold and Jane Gabriel Home in 1910. The building ts 
still regarded as a model, and it certainly displays the breadth of views 
of the founder and the originality of the architect, Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, 
In the course of time, the Gabriel Home has grown so popular that the 
accommodation has been recently increased, while the demand for the 
reception of day scholars from the neighbourhood is so great that if 
cannot be met. During the twenty years of its existence, Mrs. Gabriel 
maintained a close interest in the working of the new Home. She kept 
in constant touch with the Headmaster and Matron and paid frequent 
Visits in order to become acquainted with the children and staff. She 
had a charming manner with little ones. It was a sight to gladden 
anyone's heart to watch her playing her part in training and enter- 
taining the younger orphans of Anglo-Jewry, and many hundreds can 
already look back and bless their association with the Good Fairy who 
erected sucha palace forthem to live in. Her influence with the teachers 
and nurses was cXercised to the point of inspiration, and the lesson will 
never be forgotten by those who had the good fortune to receive it. With 
mivancing years and failing powers her visits became less frequent. 
Latterly they were confined to the birthday parties which she still cave to 
her young charges. On the occasion of her ninetieth birthday, she seemed 
to gather fresh strength. She made a tour of the whole institution, and 
her address to the older boys:and girls who had passed out of the Gabriel 
Home was couched in ch touching words that. many were moved to 
tears. At her ninety first birthday party in May last, it was evident that 
the exertion and excitement were too. much for her. She attended, in 
spite of the warning given by her medical adviser, She took to her bed 
after it and lingered only soine weeks before she died. She has gone to ber 
everlasting rest full of years and full of honour, and she carries with her 
what she prized above all things—the love and affection of the orphans, 
to whom she was a noble benefactress. The memory of her will never 
be forgotten while the Gabriel Home stands. 


Dr. L. STEIN (Berlin). 

The death is announced from Berlin, of Dr. Ludwig Stein, the 
scholar and publicist, who has died suddenly at the age of seventy- 
one, Dr. Stein was a Professor of Philosoplly at the Universities of 
Zitrich and Berlin and was the author of a number of philosophical 
studies. Recently he had been prominent as Editor of Nokp uND 
SUD, a review deyoted to foreign affairs. He was also diplomatic 
correspondent of the VossiscHE ZEITUNG and other newspapers to 
which he contributed under the pen-name of ~ Diplomaticus."" The 
deceased was a well-known figure at diplomatic and international 
gatherings in Berlin. He was a leading member of the German 
Committee for International Discussion, which arranged .a number 
of addresses on international affairs delivered, during the past two 
years, by foreign Statesmen in the Reichstag. 

Mr. R. SCHILDKRAUT, 

Mr. Rudolph Schildkraut, the well-known stage and screen 
actor, died suddenly of a heart attack, on Tuesday, while he was at 
work on a film at the Hollywood home of his son, Mr. Joseph Schild- 
kraut, who is also a prominent film actor. The deceased was born 
in Constantinople, of Roumanian parents, and was educated in Berlin 
and Vienna. Most of his life had been spent on the stage. He 
played Shakespeare. in five languages and since 1921, when he went 
to New York, he acted lead ng rdéles in a large number of films.

Reduced Scale of Relief. 


HALF-YEAR’S FINANCES. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday, at the offices of the Board, 127, Middlesex Street. Miss 
HANNAHOF, 0O.B.E., the President, presided. 

The Chairman reported that orders had been issued for work to 
be carried out in connection with alterations, etc., to the Board's 
premises. The total amount of expenditure would be £1,538, 

Miss H. M. ScuLesinGcer said that Miss Dora Isaacs had been 
appointed an additional Health Visitor and had already started her 
duties satisfactorily. 

The date of the President's Winter Appeal was fixed for Sep- 
tember 19th. 

Income and Expenditure. 


Col. F. D. Samvcet, D.S.O., one of the Treasurers, presented a 
statement of income and expenditure for the half-year ending June 
30th. He said that the income from dividends and rentals was less 
by £244, and that from subscriptions and Jahrzeit donations was 
about the same as last year's figures. Current donations were down 
by £417; while there was a decrease of legacies of £3,725, as 
compared with last year which was an exceptional year. On the 
expenditure side they would notice that there was an increase to 
Relief Committee grants of £230 while temporary allowances 
decreased by over £300. Administration expenses showed a slight 
increase. There was no interest paid on overdraft, and interest on 
deposit showed a saving. 

It was decided that a sum of £100 be set aside annually to 
provide for the upkeep of the Board’s premises. 


Relief Scale and Cost of Living. 


The Board adopted the following recommendations 
Executive Committee; 


‘That in view of the fall in the Index Figure of the cost of living, the scale of 
relief as from the I4th of August be reduced by 10 per cent. 

That members serving on relief rotas shall be informed that the fall in the 
cost of living as between the date when the present scale was fixed and the 
present time is actuatiy 20 per cent., and that the Scale of Relief to new cases 
should be based on this figure. 


of the 


In a memorandum issued to the members of the Board it is 
mentioned that the present scale of relief was fixed in May, 1922, 
when the Index Figure for food only was 72. The Executive Com- 


mittee considered it in October, 1925, when the figure was 70. No. 


recommendation was sent up to the Board. The Committee again 
considered the scale in May 1927, when the Index Figure had fallen 
to 55, and again it was decided not to send any recommendation to 
the Board. The Index Figure on May Ist, 1930, had fallen to 38, 

It was pointed out that the scale was never applied 
mechanically or adhered to rigidly ; it served merely as a guide or as 
a standard by which allowances could be measured and compared, 
Every case for relief was considered on its merits.

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The Inter-University Jewish Federation. 


Mr. F. M. LANDAU, LL.B. 
[In Interview. | 


The Inter-University Jewish Federation is holding its summer 
school this year at Pannal Ash College, Harrogate. Since its 
establishment the Federation has done a considerable amount of 
good work, and 1 took the opportunity of this year’s event (writes a 
representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE) to interview the Chairman 
of the Council, Mr. F. M. Landau, LL.B., who told me that 

“The work of the Inter-University Jewish Federation like ancient 

Gaul, can be divided into three parts. Before discussing this work it 
must be borne in mind that the strength of the Federation lies in the 
strength of the membership of its constituent societics. The Federation's 
cffectiveness in giving expression to Jewish student opinion both inside 
and outside the Community is to be measured by the sum total of the 
membership of the constituent societies. Every important University in 
Gircat Britain and Ireland has a Jewish constituent society or association, 
Every such society is aMfiliated to the Inter-University Jewish Federation. 
The first part of the Federation's work consists in co-ordinating the efforts 
of those responsible for the conduct of these Jewish students’ socicties. 
This co ordination is facilitated by the holding of an annual conference in 
December in some important University town. This year it will be held 
in Manchester. The second part of the Federation's work consists in 
holding Executive meetings to discuss the organisation of educational 
facilities to be given to affiliated societies. Lecturers who are more often 
than not past Officers of the Federation visit University towns and lecture 
to the socicties during the year. The third part of the Federation's work 
consists in the holding of an annual Summer School; and it is on such an 
occasion that the members of the societies, in addition to -gheir officers, 
can cxchange views and opinions. 

“One of the main objects for which the Federation was founded was 
to unite Jewish membersof the Universities of Great Britain and Ireland, 
to co-ordinate their common Jewish efforts and energies and to establish 
relations with similar organisations outside the United Kingdom. 

“ Among the other ebjects was to promote the study and knowledge of 
Jcowish and Hebrew literature and of Jewish culture generally. Another 
important object was to co-operate in the furtherance of primary, 
secondary and higher Jewish education, to assist in the co-ordination of 
existing Jewish cducational institutions and to collect and, circulate 
in‘ormation upon Jewish educational methods and to aid in the establish- 
ment of additional Jewish educational facilities. In this respect we have 
luna approached by the Tarbut Association to be affiliated to their 
organisation. This question will come up for discussion at the next 
school,” ‘ 

Mr. Landau told me, adds our representative, that the total 
mombership of the Federation in Great Britain and Ireland is over seven 
hundred, but that this was only half the potential membership having 
roevard to the number of Jewish students in the Universities.

This particular copy, a8 a note inside of the cover declares, was 
presented by Grace Aguilar to” her friend Abigail Samuda” Miss 
Samuda died April 2nd, 1907, aged 97 years (vide Tak JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, April 12th, 1907). This dedication is accompanied by an 
autograph letter, stamped with a seal “ Grace.” The letter reads as 
follows: 


My Dear ABBY, With much pleasure I forward to you the little 
volume which accompanied this and which I trust you will do me the 
favour to accept. You once told me that more than one part of the 
prophecies staggered your belief. 1 sincerely hope the perusal of this 
little work will at once drive away all doubt, if indeed it still continue 
to exist. To translate it from a very old, almost obsolete French work 
wasa very agreeable task last winter; and the kindness of a friend sincerely 
interested in the welfare of his nation has enabled me to present it to my 
friends in a shape which I trust will render it a useful addition to our 
sacred lore. I have desired Mr. Wertheimer to forward you two copies, 
one of which will you oblige me by presenting in my name to your uncle, 
Mr. Moses Mendes Costa who, I believe, is interested in such things. If 
any other of your relations wish a copy—if you will let me know, I shall 
be happy to gratify them. As these notes were only written to seck a 
favourable introduction of my book, will you excuse my entering on any 
other subject.

BUST UNVEILED BY DUKE OF CONNAUGHT. 

A bust of the late Mr. Bernhard Baron by Mr. Reid Dick, presented 
to the Royal Westminster Ophthalmic Hospital by his son, Sir Louis 
Baron, was unveiled on Tuesday by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, 
President of the Hospital. 

Lord ARRAN, Chairman of the Hospital, described the late Mr. Baron 
as one of the greatest philanthropists and one of the most tremendous 
personalities of our time. There was no necessity really to raise any 
memorial to him, but it was only right to pay a tribute to the memory of 
one who through his own goodness and own greatness will go down to 
vosterity. 
The DUKE OF CONNAUGHT. before unveiling the bust, said he wished 
to thank Sir Louis Baron for making the presentation. He continued :— 
“As President of this Hospital it is indeed a pleasure for me to be here 
to-day for the purpose of honouring the memory of a great and generous 
citizen, the late Mr. Bernhard Baron. Mr. Baron thought of money only 
as a means of doing good to those less fortunate than himself, and to 
succour the sick and suffering. Our hospitals, orphanages and other 
charitable institutions owe to him a debt of gratitude which never can be 
forgotten. During the years he spent in England, his adopted country, 
he gave over £2,000,000 to charity, a sum of money which I do not think 
has ever been exceeded by any other benefactor for the benefit of humanity.

Judaism. 

“QU'EST-CE QUE LE JupAIsme?” by the late Dr. Daniel Pas- 
manik (Librairie Lipschutz, Paris) is a brochure giving an exposition 
of Judiism in a clear and easy style, and with a point and precision 
which make the thesis one that can be read with satisfaction. The 
plan of the book may be gauged by the titles of some of the prin- 
cipal chapters, ¢9., “Judaism and Hellenism,’ “ Monotheism,” 
“Social Justice,” “International Peace,’ “Jewish Nationalism,” 
“ Jewish Culture ’ and“ Life or Death.” The treatment betrays the 
marked individuality of the author and, as might have been 
expected, the conclusion reached by lr. Pasmanik is that Zionism 
offers the only reliable solution of the Jewish problem. 

~ Rabbi Simeon, the son of Judah, in the name of Rabbi Simeon, 
the son of Jochai, declared that the bi ssing of grand-children is 
comely to the righteous and comely to the world and adduced as 4 
proof, the verse “ Children’s children are the crown of old men and 
the adornment of children are their fathers ” (Proverbs xvii., 6).

A History of Modern Jewish Philosophy. 

Jewish thinkers have so dominated modern philosophic thought 
that almost any history of the philosophy of the last two centuries 
must deal very largely with Jewish philosophers and their work. 
It is, however, of value to have a history of Jewish philosophy per 
se such as Dr. M. Joseph Grozinger of Budapest is preparing, the 
first volume of which, “From Moses Mendelssohn to Salomon 
Maimon,” has been published by the Philo Verlag, Berlin (10 M)), 
The chief interest of the treatise lies in the reactions of Mendel- 
ssohn and his Jewish contemporaries to non-Jewish thinkers of 
their time, notably Kant. Mendelssohn's chief merit lay in the 
courage with which he embraced the philosophic tendencies of his 
day and yet found in them new fuel for the fires of his Jewish 
religious convictions. 

Salomon Maimon occupies an interesting place in philasophic 
annals second only to that of Mendelssohn himself. He lacked 
many of Mendelssohn's advantages, was not so sober in his philosophic 
judgments, but possessed a highly acute mind which was fully 
recognised by his contemporaries. A child of the Ghetto, who, it is 
said, could have become a fully qualified Rabbi at the age of eleven, 
he turned with avidity to the science of pure reason and broke more 
than one lance with the redoubtable Kant. His Talmudic training 
served him in good stead. Indeed, the habit of analysis which 
Talmudic @iscussion engendered played no small réle in accounting 
for the eminence of modern Jewish thinkers. Dr. Grozinger shows 
how far Maimon differed from Kant and pays tribute to his originality 
and profundity, 

New Biblical Exegesis. 

A further instalment of the EXEGETISCHE BRITRAERGE,” by Dr. 
Samuel Griinberg, Berlin, is published by Kauffmann, of Frankfort. 
It deals with obscure passages in the Prophets and the Psalms, 
The-author attempts to reconcile the rendering of s>a0n in 
Amos vy, 9, by 9330% in the Targum by suggesting the reading 
which in the sense of conquest completes the parallelism 
of the verse and justifies the Turgqum and Septuagint translations. 
Another Amos passage tackled by Griinberg is vi, 10 in which the 
word %B"OD) provides difficulty. The conventional association 
of the word with “burning” is, he thinks, unsatisfactory both 
because this was not a customary Jewish method of disposal 
and because it conflicts with the remainder of the verse. Griinberg 
suggests that the Arabic? is often reproduced by the Hebrew 3 
and that the word in the text means © he that removes him,” which 
gets rid of all the difficulties. One more example may be given of 
the author's suggested interpretations. In IPs. xx, 6, the word S33 


is obscure and is usually derived from 523 banner, the Authorised 


Version translating the verse: * We will rejoice in thy salvation and 
in the name of our God we will set up our banners.” Griinberg 
again has recourse to Arabic to suggest that the word is derived 
from a root meaning to sing, which would more appropriately com- 
plete the parallelism. It also fits ver-es in the Song of Songs, ¢.9., 
ii, 4, where “ His song about me was love,’ seems to make better 


' sense than “His banner over me was love.” M. 


The Boys’ Club Movement. 


At the annual conference of the National Association of Boys’ Clubs, 
held at Oxford, a suggested policy and programme for the development of 
the Club movement was submitted to the delegates for consideration. In 
the course of discussion, Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, J.P., Warden of the St, 
George's Jewish Settlement, said if only every boy in this country joined 
some voluntary organisation upom leaving school, in the next generation 
not only would the prisons be half-empty and hospitals less full of C 8 
people ; he would even go so far as to say that Churches and Synagogues 
would be full, and there would be wiser government, both national and 
local. Did clubs merely take in those who had not jofmed the Lads’ 
Brigade or the Scouts? These two organisations made use of make- 
believe, and the clubs made use of make-believe to make the boy feel that 
he was @ man and a citizen.

The Alien “ Influx.” 


From Mr. M. J. LANDA. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir, --Two official publications just issued give particulars as to aliens 
which are of interest in view of the ceaseless attention devoted to the 
subject. Last year 457,414 aliens entered the country and 449,745 left, 
leaving an inward balance of 7,669, compared with 6,566 at the end of 
1928. Details show that Russians are not increasing. Actually there 
was an outward balance of six last year—6,514 inward travellers, 6,520 
outward, compared with an outward balance of 73 in 1928. Poles to the 
number of 6.663 entered last year, and 6,341 left; inward balance 322. 
The largest influx is composed of 1,998 Germans, 1,286 French, 1,708 
Scandinavians and 928 Italians. The American traffic almost accurately 
balanees —141.964 in and 141.982 out. Of the total aliens who entered 
12,576 held Ministry of Labour permits, many of which are valid, for 
specified periods only. 

It is obvious that alten passchpyers in and ont of the country constitute 
a factor of tremendous inportance to the shipping companies as also to 
the railways; and particulars of the alien arrivals indicate their value to 
business. Of the total of last vear’'s entrants, no fewer than 238,391 were 
holiday visitors and 93,013 others were business Visitors, both these 
figures showing an increase on 1928. After accounting for these, for 
‘residents returning,” diplomats, seamen and the holders of Ministry 
of Labour permits, there are 10,099 left unspecified. 

But further analysis whittles them down interestingly ; 2,200 left 
within three months; 8.963 were students entering Universities and 
other edueational establishments; 1,060 were visitors who intended 
to stay more than six months. In addition there were 296 wives and 
children joining husbands or parents domiciled here; 377 coming to do 
religious work at religious houses; 198 members of households of diplo- 
mats or consuls: 16 women coming to marry British subjects; 73 servants 
accompanying employers; 98 foreign trade representatives. The final 
residue who entered " for purposes too varied to permit of tabulation,” is 
composed of 205 males, 280 females and 244 children ; total 729. And the 
outcry is proved to be as stupid as itis calculated to play havoc with a 
considerable transport traffic, which undoubtedly is of great importance 
to trade and industry. 


This is emphasised by the statement that there also entered last year . 


42,946 “transmigrants,” of whom 42,548 left. These are virtually “in 

bond.” The shipping companies have to give security that they will 

leave, including those rejected by the countries to which they are going. 
The other publication gives the prison statistics for the year 1928. It 


shows that of 40,449 convicted prisovers inthe year, only 501 (483 men and 


18 women) were aliens, or slightly more than one per cent. Only seven 
of the number were sent to penal servitude,

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No. 558.—The Influence of Lecal Custom. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

You have probably observed that for this or that Sidrah there 
jis no uniform?Ha/ftorah. Often two variations are available and 
sometimes three. The fact is noticeable in the case of the Prophetic 
Lesson for the very first portion of the Bible. About midway in 
the Haftorah, there is a note to say that “the Sephardim conclude 


here and likewise the Holy Congregation of Frankfurt on the Maine.” 


In other cases the Sephardim have an entirely different Prophetic 
Lesson from the Ashkenazim. Often, too, there is areference tothe 
custom or Minhag of the Malian Communities. 

‘Travel about the world and study Jewish Synagogue practice, 
and vou will find local variations in every land. Almost every 
community has its own Minhag, and the authority of local custom 
is absolute. The influence of the Vinhag dates far back; certainly 
as far back as the age of the Talmud. ° Rabbinic law has great 
respect for local custom. 

Numerous Vinhagiun or local eustomsareenumerated in Rabbinic 
literature. There are fimst the different customs prevalent in Palestine 
nud Babylon, or in different parts of Palestine itself; the rule 
is that von act in accordance with the custom of the country 
In Judea, for instance, people worked till noon 
on the eve of Passover: while in Galilee no work at all was done on 
that day. Another distinction is’that of local custom (O3p~f" 420), 
Qne famous Ralbi arrived at a certain town for the Sabbath, and 
com ‘orted mourners there on that day, adding: “1 do not know your 
local custom. but Lam acting as we do in our town.” “Yet a third 
category ef custom is mentioned: the Minhagim of the specially 
pious (SY TOM Ae). Of these it is related, for example, that they 
ket aside’one hour before prayer for self-preparation and another 
hour after praver’for edification. A fourth class of custom was 
essociated with the Rabbis of the Talmud ; one 
instance is that of burying the dead in as simple a fashion as possible. 
Gamatliel tI, requested that he should be buried in a linen shroud, 
and the custom established itself in Israel. Even special feminine 
customs are mentioned ; customs observed by womanly women, as 
for instance not to appear in public with uncovered hair; not to sit 
spinning in a public place; nct to have speech with a man they did 
not know: and not to speak in a voice loud enough to be heard by 
the neighbours. Some women also observed the custom of not 
doing work in the evening after the Sabbath had departed nor on 
New Moons. 

The existence of local customs is testimony to freedom of 
action and thought in -regard to these details. 
teacher gifted with an abundance of personality made his influence 
feltamong the populace who followed his example in a particular 
course of action, or in regard to prayer. Obviously many motives 
were responsible for local custom, and Jewish Law. not merely 
recognised a Minhag but raised it to a place of, honour in the 
national life. The Rabbis of the Talmud welcomed and respected 
local customs; not once but constantly, they urged that local 
customs should “Let no man differ from the 
local custom” (3 70 CIN one Rabbi taught; another: 
“everything depe on the Minhag” (35803 | 55). A 
third. goes even further. He declares that before the law is laid 
down, it is necessary to study the prevailing custom. It is 
the custom that matters most, for on occasions a custom nullifies 
a legal enactment by=n So important the 
influence of custom that the Codes actually place customs on a level 
with the Torah, saying “the custom of our fathers is hike the Jorah,” 
CA 33D). 

' From the nature of the case it was only to be expected 
that doubtful customs should have sprung up in one centre 
or another. Jews were not uninfluenced by their environment, 
and undesirable customs must have become prevalent. Such 
customs were condemned by later authorities as ~ mistaken 
customs” (MIPW or stupid customs” Yet the 
the general principle was admitted, and its most striking illustra- 
tion is seen in the variety of customs in regard to the liturgy. So 
numerous did these come to be that inventories were by no means 
uwikommon, and some of them have won an honoured place in the 
history of Hebrew literature. One of the most famous is that 
composed by Abraham ben Nathan, of Lunel, who flourished in 
France and Spain in the twelfth and early thirteenth centuries. It 
was composed in Toledo in 1205 and is called “ Universal (Jewish) 
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Customs” (ahiy3935). Therein may be found the varying liturgical 
customs, as met with by the author himself or as he discovered 
from enquiries from others, which prevailed in Northern France, 
Western Germany, Burgundy, Provence, Spain and England. Other 
and equally famous collections of synagogal customs were issued in 
later centuries; the Shulchan Aruch itself is a mine of information 
in regard to local practices. _ . 

From many points of view the study of Minhagim must be 
fascinating. But their very existence and their variety would 
indicate that those who plead for the maintenance of every Jewish 
custom are doing ill-service to Jewish Tradition, in its broad aspect. 
In regard to Synagogue practice there are many Jewish traditions. 
Their number indicates that Jewish communities enjoyed much local 
autonomy inthis matter. Some among us are constantly urging 
uniformity. But on the basis of the Thirteen Principles of Maimonides 
(as convenient a summary of Jewish teaching as any), there is room 
in Jewish religious life for variety of practice. Those who demand 
uniformity of belief and uniformity of practice in every little detail 
are really asking for something which never obtained among Jews. 
The Jewish spirit is abundantly illustrated by the proper evaluation 
of local customs which are not merely welcomed but are declared to 
be of equal worth with the Tora), itself.

With roferenee to the above Appeal, Ex-State-Councillor Jacob Teite 
who will shortly eclebrate his eightieth birthday and who is in this 
country in the interests of the Appeal gave an interview toa representa- 
tive of THE JE Wisit CHRONICLE. He said it was heartbreaking to see the 
pitiable plight of some of the refugees many of w hom were doctors, 
lawyers and scholars of all kinds. 

‘Some of them.” he said, “are starving, others have not sufficient 
money With which to pay their lodgings, but a few are now themselves 
supporting us. A large number of these people have pocketed their pride 
and become taxi drivers or are doing other work to which they are quite 
unaccustomed. They are not allowed to practice in Berlin because they 
have not the German degree and they cannot afford the expense which 
coaching, for these examinations would entail.” 

Mr. Teitel, who from 1875 until 1912 was the only Jew to be a Judge 
in the Empire of the Tsars, told me, says our representative, that the Union 
of Russian Jews in Germany was founded in Berlin with the object of help- 
ing these unfortunate refugees. Much good has been done by the 
organisation, with whieh are connected such renowned personages as 
Professor Einstein, Rabbi Dr. Baeck, Professor Dr. F. Oppenheimer and 
Mr. Arnold Zweig (who, by the way, is the author of “Sergeant Grisha,” 
Which has been filmed as a talkie). But times are very bad in Germany 
and the Union, owing to lack of support, is in dire danger of winding up 
its activities. 

Mr. Teitel told me that among the activities of the Union are the 
following: It supports a workshop for sewing which offers instruction to 
the wives an daughters of the refugees, with the object of enabling them 
to earn their own living. It grants loans without interest to dealers on a 
small scale and subventions to students. The Union takes care of and 
provides for children of refugees, for whom an orphanage is being estab- 
lished, It also grants to old people and to the disabled, subsidies in ready 
money. victuals and ul clothes.

He has to plant new 
seeds of life, which are hereafter to bring forth fruits that all will 
recognise: If he has received any inspiration, any vital power at 
all, itis one that enables him to produce a movement at the very 
heart of life and society, of which conquerors or kings know 
nothing, but which may strike at the very root of their existence. 
Jeremiah did in fact pull down and destroy and plant and. build 
again. And it was some persuasion of the reality of his 
mission in these directions, that accounts for the persecution 
and the cruelty that were meted-out to him by those whom he 
sought to save from their own ruin and from the disasters that it 
was his sad lot to foretell and to behold. And so he takes up a 
sword and a warfare that seem so foreign to his nature. The 
surrounding world, his own people, his nearest kinsfolk will regard 
him as their enemy. And he, a man who longs for their goodwill 
and the power to go where he may avoid the strife. But there is no 
flight for him. He cannot take refuge in that quiet, religious 
contemplation that suffices for others. He is not able to persuade 
himself that he can prove his difference from his countrymen or his 
superiority to them by withdrawing from those interests that so 
deeply concern them. He has not learn ed that preachers should not 
occupy themselves with the political consequences of religious 
backsliding. This young man cannot sever himself from the policy 
of nations and rulers. «Judea, Egypt, Chaldea, these are for him not 
empires with which he has no concern, but the very models from 
which his pictures must be painted, the vessels of which the making 
and forming are in the potter's hands, though the hands be guided 
by the inspiration that has been vouchsafed to him. 

Jeremiah instructs his hearers by many & sign and symbol. 
His own first lessons are given to him by similar methods. God 
shows him in his first vision two sigus that shall assure him of 
the urgency and the significance of his mission and the necessity 
of bringing its message home to the minds of his countrymen. The 
branch of an almond tree is the first picture that his vision gives 
him. There he sees illustrated tlie quick sequence of events, 


the steady growth of consequences, the rapid change ,that brings 


to full fruition what was recently unnoted by. the passer by. 
The almond rod that Jeremiah saw, says the commentator, was 
a fruitless and leafless stem. “Thou hast done well to recog- 
nise it,’ is the Divine comment. ‘It is, as thou sayest, a stem 
of the almond tree, quick to flourish and to bud. Would 
that thy hearers might understand how quickly, too, thy words 
shall come to pass.” The second picture of a seething pot with its 
face towards the north figures the grim realities with which all too 
soon Judea will have to reckon. It is, besides, a vision of political 
acumen. Judea's king and statesmen had reckoned Egypt to be 
their enemy. Jeremiah bade them turn to the north, not to the 
south. “From the north shall the evil break forth upon all 
the inhabitants of the land.’ But neither political sagacity nor 
prophetical foresight could avail to move king or people from their 
evil ways, or from the tragedies that awaited them. The fall of 
Jerusalem, the exile to Babylon and the consequent desolation of 
the land, close a volume in Israel's history, a history, indeed, of many 
tragic pages. Over against them, one may set the faithful discharge 
of a prophet's mission, a true patriot even if he were unrecognised as 
such in his generation. But comfort and healing would be forth- 
coming for the Israel yet to be, from the words of one who bore as 
his own the sorrows of his people. 
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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 57'S, Numbers xxv. 10—xxx. 1. 


NAVI. 14. The total of the Simeonites is noteworthy. In the 
earlier census (ii. 15). the number given was 59.300. The reason for 
the considerable drop is explained by the vicissitudes through which 
this tribe passed. They must have suffered heavily in the plague 
which followed the revolt of Korah and contributed nian to the 
14.700 who died (xvii. 14), and similarly in the epidemic which was 
the sequel of the affair at Baal peor when 24,000 lost their lives 
iXXV., 9). So stnall had the tribe of Simeon become in.the time of 
Joshua, that he allotted them a portion of territory together with 
the tribe of Judah (loshua xix... 9): and since nothing is heard of 
them’ in the later history, it is probable that they became incor 
porated with their powerful brethren (compare Judges 1., 3). 

Verse 45. The association of the family of the Heberites with 
the family of the Malchielites is significant in the light of informa 
tion containedin the Tel-el-Amarna tablets. Hommel points out, 
“It is expressiv stated in one of the letters from Jerusalem that 
Milki-el and a certain Shuardat (which seems to be similar to 
Shu-thelah in verse 36) had hired the people of Gezer, Gath and 
Kheila as mercenaries, and with their help had captured Rubuti 
(which he identitics with Kirjath-Arba), and that, as a consequence, 
the territory of Pharaoh passed into the hands of the Khabiri (who, 
he suggests, are the Heberites and not, as usually supposed, the 
Hebrews), Milki-e! being elsewhere described as one of the partisans. 
Abd-khiba declires in one passage that Milki-el and the sons of 
Labaya had delivered the land of Pharaoh into the hands of the 
Khabirl, and in another letter that Milki-el who had originally been 
an Mgyptian official. had gone over to the sons of Labava, the ring 
leader of the rebels. Milki-el and Labaya, therefore, are the 
personages most prominently connected with the Khabin, and it 
was these latter who captured Rubuti. Is it a mere accident that, 
from the time of the Judges onwards, Kirjath-Arba bears the name 
of Hebron, and that the Israelitish pedigrees which so frequently 
preserve the memor past events under a genealogical garb, the 
names of Heber and Malkiel are coupled together. as grandsons of 
Asher”? In another pedigree (Exodus vi., 18!. Hebron ts mentioned 
as a grandson of Levi whose name bears a remarkable resemblance 
to that of Labayva ‘pronounced Lavava). In my opinion, these facts 
tend to prove i doubt that the Isruelites possessed 
inkling of the events in question, and that we have here another 
Instance: of thi historical Importance personal! 
occurring in-those seemingly arid) wastes, the Old Testament, pedi 


grees’ (The Ancient Hebrew Tradition as Hlustrated the 
Monuments. pr. 
Verse 53. The critics maintain that we have here two con 


tradictory methods of dividing up the land, one according to the 
numbers of the men constituting the tribe and the other according 
to lot. But-the intention of the passage seems to be quite clear. 
The size of the allotment was to be proportionate to the size of the 
tribe, and presumably the same regulation applied to the individual 
families. The lot, on the other hand, determined which part of the 
country was to be assigued to a particular tribe, and which part of 
the tribe's territory was to pass inte the pessession of a particular 
family. 

The method of the lot was resorted to for the purpose of 
settling this difficult question, because it was generally believed 


that the result was not fortuitous but influenced by the will of. 


God. We find this thought explicitly stated in Proverbs xvi, 33: 
“The lot is cast into the lap; but the whole disposing thereof is of 
the Lord,” and in all probability the Urim and Thummim, with 
which the High Priest’ decided problems which were submitted to 
him, consisted in the use of the lot. Its effect, therefore, was to 
cause contentions to cease’ (Proverbs xvii, 18). The Greeks and 
Romans likewise made use of this method of apportioning conquered 
territory. 

Verse 59. Since Amram was the grandson of Levi, and Jochebed 
was the latter's daughter, their relationship was that of nephew 
and aunt. Such a marriage was later prohibited by the law (Levit.., 
xvili., 12). The suggestion of Frazer. that “in the original form of 
the story’ Moses’ mother exposed him because he was the offspring 
of an incestuous marriage (Folklore in the Old Testament, LL. p.454) 
seems absurd, since no reason can be put forward why the two 
older children of the union were not subjected to the same fate. |

Jewish Museums. 

Berlin's Interesting Experiment. 
From our Correspondent,.—BERLIN., | 


This week there was founded in Berlin the “Jewish Museum 
Association Its nim is to. increase the general interest in 
Jewish art and culture, to conserve documents of Jewish culture of 
ages gone by and of the present time and to place them at the 
disposal of the general public as well as of the students of al! 
the world. 

A nucleus already exists. Twenty-five vears ago Albert Wolf. 
one of the best known collectors of Jewish cultural documents. 
presented his collection:to the Jewish Community of Berlin. It 
was a collection well worth having: Excavations from Palestine, 
Jewish coins and medals, portraits, miniatures, caricatures, photo- 
graphs, etchings, etc. The idea now is, to gather together everything 
appertaining to Jewish art and culture through the ages up to the 
present day, and so to create the best equipped and most noteworthy 
museum of this kind in the world. 

The history of this sort of museum is not very old. It begins 
with the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition in London, which attracted very 
wide attention, in 1887. Then followed the foundation of the 
“ Gesellschaft fuer Sammlung und Conservierung von Kunst und 
Historischen Denkmilern des Judentums” in Vienna. At the same 
time Matthias Berson started his museum in Warsaw. In 1897. the 
Gesellschaft zur Erforschung juedischer Kunstdenkmialer was 
founded in Frankfurt, and in 1906 Prague started a small museum of 
its own, Lately, certain museums in London, Munich. Wuerzburg, 
Strassburg, Mainz, Cassel, Cologne, Breslau and other towns have 
arranged Jewish departments within their walls. 

Besides this, the many private collections of note must be 
mentioned; as for instance, those of Baron Rothschild of Paris. 


David Sassoon’s and Arthur Franklin's of London, Sandor Wolf's 
of Vienna. as also many smaller and less well-known collections. 
The valuable collections of Elkan Adler in London went in the year 
1924 to the Jewish Seminaty in New York; Dr. Gaster's was sold to 
the British Museum, the splendid Kirschstein collection of Berlin 
went to Cincinnati, and there formed the nucleus for a big Jewish 
museum. 

But all those collections were almost always based upon local 
tradition. The new museum in Berlin, however, hopes to gather 
under its roof the story of Jewish art and culture through the ages 
up to the present day.

The Jews of Cvecho-Slovakia, of whom. it was said that they 
were the only real Czecho-Slovaks in the land, because all the 
others were either Cyvechs or Stovaks, have after a hard struggle 
finally obtaimed the right to call themselves Jews—just Jews. 

This fight for the recognition of Jewish Nationality dates 
back to the times of the Austro-Hungarian Empire, when to the 
Jews alone was this rightdenied: The result was that the Jewish 
citizens were alwavs something to bargain with; sometimes they 
increased the German element in the country, at other times the 
(vech. After the establishment of the Czecho-Slovakian Republic 
With its regime of toleration of minorities, the nationality of the 
Jews was amatter tacitly understood, but not openly admitted and 
never recognised officially, A citizen was recorded as Jewish during 
uw census only when he gave his mother-tongue as Yiddish or 
Hebrew, with the-result that thousands of Jews were lost yearly to 
the Jewish Community, 

Now with the issuing last week of the new Government decree 
permitting Jews to-declare themselves as belonging to the Jewish 
nation, without necessarily returning at the forthcoming census 
Yiddish or Hebrew as their mother-tongue, the Jewish Community 
will get back its lost sons. It is estimated that about 100,000 Jews, 
who speak neither of the two languages, will yet declare themselves 
of Jewish nationality. The privilege is given to Jews alone in 
view of the peculiar character of the Jewish position tythe country. 
All other inhabitants of the Republic will be registered according 
to the language the, speak and will be. placed in the respective 
racial or national group. 

There are about 350,000 Jews living im the country, but only 
SU.000 were registered as Jews at the first general census in 1921. 
‘The coming census in December of this vear will give a different 
picture. The decision of the Government is the direct result of the 
endeavours of the Zionist chairman of the Jewish National Council, 
who was opposed by the Assimilationists at the last elections of the 
Kehilah. 

The Czecho-Slovaks are perhaps the only liberated nation in 
Europe which still remembers the days of its own subjection, and 
treats its minorities in accordance with the ideals held dear by 
themselves before the War.

He tried to compare the Services at the Svnagogues and at the 
Wailing Wall on Saturdays, and he declared that the Services differed. | 
When Dr. Eliash asked him how he knew that they differed, he 
declared that on Saturdays he saw at the Synagogues the Jews 
wearing Tephillin, whereas at the Wailing Wall they had no 
Tephillin. Dr. Eliash, amidst laughter, explained to the Commission , 
that the wearing of Tephi/lin was altogether prohibited on Saturdays. 

Another witness called by Arab counsel! was a Turkish ex-police- 
man. Some of his statements, however caused considerable annoy- 
ance and surprise to Arab counsel. He admitted that he had 
continually seen large numbers of Jews congregated at the Wailing 
Wall for prayers and stated that he was posted by the Turkish 
Governor at the Wailing Wall to prevent the Moslems from 
molesting the Jews. 


Sultans’ Decrees in Favour of Jews. 


Something of a stir was caused on Monday by the production by 
counsel for the Jews of decrees issued by various Sultans on the 
religious rights of the Jews in Palestine. The first decree (or firman 
as it was termed in Turkey) was that of Sultan Abdul Mejid issued 
in 1841 and registered at the Moslem Sharia Court. It was issued to 
Chief Rabbi Abraham Chaim Gagin soon after the Sultan's recon- 


quest of Palestine from the Egyptian ruler Mehemet Ali. The decree 


accorded to the Jews the right to pray in the country without inter- 

ference and forbade the Turkish anthorities to molest Jews during 

their religious practices in the Synagogues and in places of devotional 

visits and pilgrimages. Similar decrees were issued again in 1889

Mr. Oliver Baldwin's Pro-Zionism.

The programme to be got through by the Government prior to 
the summer recess, is admittedly large; and much important 
business will have to be shelved.

The matter is, for all practical purposes, in 
the hands of the Conservatives. who as the Official Opposition, have 
the exclusive right to choose the subject tobe discussed on each 
Supply day. At present there are four Supply davs left during this 
month, and it is hoped that next week. when two Supply days will 
be available, will witness a full-dress Palestine debate. 

Notiuing definite has, however, so far been fixed. It. must 
be remembered that the Government would prefer the debate post 
poned until the end of November, by which time it is probably hoped 
that a good many unpalatable facts will have been forgotten and 
Jewish indignation will have dred down. The Government. tn fact. 
as you have said, is plaving for time. 

Sir John Chancellor has been consulting with those in charge

and 1893 by the Sultans of Turkey, including the well-known Sultan 
Abdul Hamid. Jewish coutisel argued that as the jurisdiction of 
the Chief Rabbi was extended to Jerusalem and its surroundings, it 
also applied to the pavement in front of the Wailing Wall. 

A series of pro-Arab witnesses attempted to testify before the 
Commission that no furniture of any kind was used by the Jews 
during their pravers at the Wailing Wall before the War. Among 
those witnesses Were a tourist guide who was a descendant of the 
Crusaders and a Priest named Dressaire, of Notre Dame in Paris. <A 
Priest named Haidette, aged eighty, formerly of Alsace, who was intro. 
duced as a collaborator of the French Bible Dictionary, and who 
arrived in Palestine about fifty years ago, stated that he did not know 
the meaning of the term Burag, and that he had never heard the 
Wailing Wall called by the Moslems the Burag el Sherif: He also 
declared that he had never seen any tables, or chairs,.or benches 
at the Wailing Wall Jewish services before the War. 

Mr, Antoine Loras, a descendant of the Crusaders, stated that 
his family had lived in Palestine under French, Arab, Turkish. 
Egyptian, and English ralers. He caused amusement by exclaiming : 
~ Who knows under whom we shall be next 2?” He deelared that he 
believed that the Jews had praved at the Wailing Wall since the 
time of Sultan Saladin. 

Chairman Rebukes Arab Witness. 

The Chairman of the Commission, Judge Lofgren. strongly 
rebuked Mr. Jamal Husseini, the Secretary of the Moslem Supreme 
Council, during a nine hours’ sitting on Tuesday, for his attempt to 
suggest that the Commission might modify its findings. as a result 
of threats, Witness spoke of the measures taken by the Arab 
Executive last year to protest against the Government's regulations 
for new arrangements at the Wall, and told how it had telegraphed 
to Transjordan ordering a strike. Judge Lofgren said that the 
Commission was going to consider the case without reference to 
political issues, that it would sift all the available evidence to 
ascertain the respective rights of Arabs and Jews, and it hoped that 
its decisions would be carried out in a spirit of respect by both great 
sections of the population. 

Other witnesses on Tuesday included Sheikh Ismail Abdul. 
Chief Cadi of the Moslem Courts of Jerusalem, who closely analysed 
the Moslem Wagqf property laws and scouted the Jews’ offer of 
alternative accommodation for the dwellers in the hovels near the 
Wall which are Wagqf property. Jamal Husseini and five monks 
declared that they had never seen worship appurtenances at the 
Wall either before or since the War.

The Deputies Interview Lord Passfield. 
“NO UNCERTAINTY IN EXECUTING THE MANDATE.” 

The Colonial Office published the following, which appeared in 
several papers on Saturday last : 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies received a deputation 
from the Board of Deputies of British Jews on July 2nd. The 
deputation, which consisted of Mr. -O. E, d'Avigdor-Goldsmid (Presi. 
dent of the’ Board). Lord Rothschild (Vice-President), Mr. B. 5S. 
Straus (Treasurer), and Mr. J. M.. Rich (Secretary), conveyed to 
Lord Passtield the views of the Board, as the elected representative 
body of the Jews of the British Empire, on the suspension of the 
2 300 immigration certificates for Palestine granted on the Labour 
Schedule for the current half-vear. 

The deputation said that the Board was compelled to believe 
that the immigration certificates had been suspended by His 
Majesty's Government on political grounds, as the economic factors 
were thoroughly examined by the Administration of Palestine 
before the issue of the certificates had been sanctioned on May 12. 
The Government's decision prejudiced the work of the Jewish 
Agency and seemed to indicate that the Government had made up 
its mind that Jewish immigration must be stopped. The deputation 
begged His Majesty's Government to release the certificates and to 
demonstrate its intention to administer Palestine in the spirit of 
the Mandate. 

Lord Passfield said in reply that the protests of the Jews appeared 
to have been based on a misunderstanding. There had been no 
change in the policy of the Government and no uncertainty in its 
execution of the Mandate. but the Mandate did not envisage the 
establishment of a. Jewish State, only of a Jewlsh National Home 
in Palestine consistently with the maintenance of the position 
and rights of the Arab population. There must be a limit 
to Jewish immigration determined by the absorptive capacity of 
the country, There had been no stoppage of immigration; 950 
certificates on the Labour Schedule for the present half-year had 
been sanctioned in advance and had not been suspended. The 
Shaw Commission had reported that a certain number of Arabs had 
been economically prejudiced as a result of Jewish land purchases , 
although it was recognised that the Jewish Agency had paid liberal 
monetary compensation, The Government considered it necessary 
to inquire into the truth of the allegations, and with this object had 
secured the best possible expert to make inquiries.

The “Brandeis-Mack Group” Merged. 


STRONG PROTESTS AGAINST GREAT BRITAIN. 
[From our Correspondent.—NEw York.| 


The Thirty-third Annual Convention of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, which opened in Cleveland, Ohio, on June 29th, was 
conceded to be the most critical in the history of the American 
movement. Foremost on the agenda of the Convention was a series 
of proposals by the Brandeis-Mack group, considered by many 
Zionists as an“ ultimatum,” stating the conditions by which that 
group was willing to take over the reins of the Zionist Organisation, 
There had previously. been a great deal of discussion, both in the 
press and among Zionists over the terms of the proposals, 
and there seemed to be an equal division of opinion about receiving 
the opposition group beck into power. Cleveland was an appro- 
priate situation for the ¢ onvention, for it was nine years agoin that 
same city that the Brandeis-Mack group received its memorable 
set-back which resulted in the official retirement from active 
Zionist atfairs of members of the faction. 

The Brandeis-Mack proposals proposed a committee of nine neutrals 
totake charge of the organtsation and re-organise its control, nanagement, 
personnel and firiances. The committee would be elected by the con- 
vention for six months with power toextend its life for another two years. 
The main objections to the proposals were that they involved an “ ulti- 
t Mr. Louis Lipsky and his entire administration 
without assuring Zionists that Justice Brandeis himself would lead the 
movement. or even that Judge Julian W. Mack would do so. The Lipsky 
supporters feared that Mr. Jacob de Haas, the Secretary of the Brandeis- 
Mack group and’ Mr. Lipsky’s inveterate political enemy, would become 
dictator of the organisation. The Brandeis-Mack group, however, denied tife 
‘ultimatum “ allegation and said that the terms were open to discussion, 

Thus, when the convention opened, the three hundred delegates and 
hundreds of visitors were in a state of excitement, which was still further 
increased when it was rumoured that the Brandeis-Mack memorandum 
would be withdrawn and replaced by a plan that called for the creation 
of a coalition committee of five or seven, on which the opposition would 
have a majority.

The keynote of the opening session Was keen disappointment over 
England's failure to carry out the spirit and letter of the Palestine Mandate, 
in which the delegates joined by applauding, cvery oratorical shaft aimed 
at the British Government 

At the opening of the convention Dr, Stephen S. Wise came out openly 
for the Brandeis proposals and declared that the Zionist Organisation of 
America was “morally and spiritually bankrupt.” While a speaker was 
caustically denouncing Dr. Wise’s “aberration o° mind and lapse of 
memory,” Mr. James Weterman Wise, the Rabbi's son, rose and hotly 
declared that Dr. Wise had only referred to the present administration 
and not to the entire organ sation, 

Rabbi BARNET Brickner, of Cleveland, in an address, said that 
Jewish-Nationalism had made great inroads in the ranks of the Reform 
Rabbinate. 

Mr. Louis Lipsky, in his presidential address, said that Great Britain 
had shdwn an utter incapacity to administer the Mandate over Palestine, 
thus compelling the Jews of the world to turn to the League of Nations 
with the demand that justice be done. As regards the recent suspension 
of immigration, he declared that there will be no diminution of protest 
until the order to suspend immigration is revoked, until the latest White 
Paper is supplanted by a programme calculated to carry out the letter and 
spirit of the Mandate. 

With the second session of the convention it was announced that the 

srandeis-Mack group had withdrawn its original terms and that negotia- 
tions were under way to effect a compromise that would be satisfactory to 
both groups. 

Later on in the day a message was received from Justice Brandeis, ag 
follows: 


“To the delegates of the Zionist Organisation of America in convention 
assembled : 

* L appreciate the generous suggestion which many of you have made that I 
should again resume the official responsibility of leadership in the Z.O.A, 
When, eighteen years ago, I first gave serious thought to the problems of 
Jewry and began to search for the means of preserving the spiritual legecies of 
Israel as an active force in the world, I becamea Zionist and a follower of Herzl. 

* My visit to Palestine in 1919 rendered more powerful the appeal ; removed 
any lingering doubts as to the practicability of the undertaking, and convinced 
me that in carrying out the principles of the Balfour Declaration the welfare of 
both Jews and Arabs would be advanced. The events since deepened these 
convictions. | 

“ Added years make it impossible for me to assume now the responsibilities 
of leadership as I did prior to 1921, but I am ready now, as then, to serve the 
cause. Necessarily the service rendered must be limited in scope to advising 
from time to time when requested on questions of major policy. Such service 
I am now rendering through Mr. Warburg to the Jewish Agency. Such service 
I can render to the Z.0.A. In my opinion it will be far more effective if 
rendered to an administration formed on the genera! linés of the Memorandum 
of May 22nd, 1930," 7 i

Zionist Funds in America. 
HUGE SUMS SUBSCRIBED AND PROMISED. 
From a Correspondcnt.—NEW York. 

Statistical data published in connection with the Zionist 
Convention just concluded in Cleveland throws some light on the 
past and present position of the Zionist Movement in the United 
States. The figures given for the period from 1921 to 1930 (from 
the time of the Cleveland Convention, at which the Movement was 
split, to the Convention at which it was re-united) reveal particu- 
larly the extent of the financial effort made by American Zionists on 
behalf of Palestine. 

After the defeat of Judge Louis Brandeis in 1921 by a vote of 
153 to 71, the new leadership took over the Zionist Organisation in 
America full of hope and enthusiasm. They had behind them a 
force of over 30,000 organised and paving members, besides the 
$0-40,000 members of the Iladassah. This membership increased 
for a time, but then fell continuously. In 1923 the Zionist Organi- 
sation numbered 24,000 members; in 1925, 27,000; but in 1928 it 
dropped to 21,000, to be followed by another drop to 18,000 in 1929, 
which number again shrank considerably in 1930, 

The sum of 20,000,000 dollars has been collected under the 
auspices of the Zionist Organisation through the Keren Hayesod, 
the Jewish National Fund, and the United Palestine Appeal for the 
period beginning May, 1921 and ending April 10th, 1930. This is an 
enormous effort, considering that more than 60,000,000 dollars 
were also collected in the U.S.A. for relief work by the Joint. 
About 73 per, cent. of the money collected for Palestine was remitted 
to headquarters, the balance of 27 per cent. has been expended in 
the U.S.A. on the money-raising machinery. 
5,739,000 collected by the Provisional Zionist Committee and Pales- 
tine Restoration Fund from August, 1914, to May, 1921, we arrive at 
a figure of 25,783,000, as being the total direct contribution of 
American Jewry to Zionism through purely Zionist channels. 
Membership fees and special contributions for Hadassah, amounting 
to 1,123,900 dollars are not included. 

The downward movement of the Zionist Organisation of 
America, which began since 1929, is shown by the accumulated 
deficit of various departments amounting to about 150,000, dollars 
which will be wiped out, it is hoped, by the new administration,

tribute to South African Jewry for the generous way in which it had 
supported the cause of Zionism. He said he would like them to 
take away with them the following message: “Do not despair; 
Zionism is too great and noble a cause for you to entertain the 
slightest thoughts of failure. The strength of Zionism does not 
lie with the Governments of the nations, and not even with our- 
selves. It is in Zionism itself, and the difficulties with which we meet 
will only make victory more glorious.”’

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Mr. Kentripar, M.P., in responding for South Africa, said that 
South Africa’s contribution to the Zionist cause was not the out- 
come of a desire to “ show off,’ but because they felt it their duty, 
more even than the duty of British Jewry, to make large contribu- 
tions, it being the only way in which they could compensate Zionism 
for their inability to share in the direction and responsibility of the 


work. 


Many of them felt that during recent months the policy of 


the building-up of the Jewish National Home had been inadequately 
carried out, because to talk of the Jewish National Home and to 
clos? the doors of that Home to the Jews was nothing more or less 


than a sham. 


But still they did no’ give up hope and they were 


more determined than ever to carry on the work upon which they 


had embarked.

The Herzl Jahrzeit. 
- 
MEMORIAL SERVICE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 
Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, . a 
Memorial Service for the late -Dr. Theodor Herzl was held on 
Tuesday, at the Great Svnagogue, Duke Street. There was a very 


large congregation. Theservice, which was conducted by the Rev. H., 
Maverowitsch, assisted by the choir under the direction of Mr. David 
Levine, began with the reading of the Mincha and Maariv Seryices. 

Davan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., delivered an address. He took as 
his text mx “338 “ON 735: Wherefore say: 
Behold t give unto him My Covenant of peace.” Numbers 25, 12. 
Rabbi Lazarus said that had Herz! been afforded by Providence the 
ordinary span of life allotted to man by the Psalmist, he would have 
celebrated this vear his seventieth birthday. Instead, they were 
gathered there to commemorate the twenty-sixth anniversary of 
his death. But Herzl was not dead.’ True, twenty-six years ago his 
mantle —his mortal frame—fell away, but his great, pure soul, which 
was aglow with a consuming zeal for his people, was borne heaven- 
wards in the fiery chariot of Elijah. Ltke Elijah, Herzl would live 
in the memory of: his people. “ Whefefore say: Behold I give 
unto him My covenant of peace.” These words were directed towards 
Phineas in recognition of his zeal for God and the honour of his 
people. Phineas in Jewish folk-tradition was identified with the 
later prophet Elijah, and the zealous, fiery Herzl would likewise 
live in the memory of the nation as another phenomenal appear- 
ance of that daring, dominating character, demanding and insisting 
on moral right. Like that ancient prophet Elijah, Theodor Herzl 
beaame venlous on account of the wrongs committed against his 
people. Like Elijah, whoconfronted Ahab in Naboth's vineyard and 
called him the troubler of his people, Herzl challenged the anti- 
Semitic conspirators and showed them that by righting their wrongs 
to the Jew they would be truer toa higher patriotism and contribute 
to their own welfare and peace. From the moment when the 
sorry plight of his people was° borne in upon Herzl, especially 
during the shameful trial and condemnation of the innocent 
Dreyfus, he rose to his full moral prophetic height and set himself 
the task of examining the causes of his people’s misery and 
degradation, as well as of finding a possible effective remedy, which 
he propounded in the “ Judenstaat,”’ in 1896. Having heard the call 
of God to be His messenger, he became-a true “ son of the prophets,” 
inasmuch as his” burden  wasdirected not to his people alone, but was 
addressed to the nations and rulersof the world. His new Zionism had 
a universal application, and was charged with the widest and deepest 
moral significance. This new world-wide political sinificance 
which he gave to Israel's redemption was so strange and so startling 
that, for a considerable time, even Israel's own teachers and faithful 
guides were perplexed and unable to appreciate the depth of its 
prophetic import. Herzl dared boldly to assert against the whole 
hostile world the claims of the Jewish people, no longer on the 
grounds of toleration, but on the grounds of right. The whole 
of Jewry and the nations of the world had obeyed the grand 
moral prophetic call of the “dreamer” Herzl, and what was 

ihen and for a long time afterwards inconceivable and incom- 

prehensible to many, had become a reality... Jewry had become 

united in a manner never known heretofore, a close union between 

the ultra-modern and the ultra-conservative elements of Jewry. 

And the world-nations hadacknowledged the Jewishrights to nation- 

hood. But, yet, the distinction between the claim by rights and the 

concession based on toleration and protection had not yet been 

learned completely it seemed even by the sons of the foremost of 

free nations, the sons of England. The new world—the post-war 
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world, yet little realised what it might owe to Herzl, Who could 
tell how much his “Judenstaat’ and his conception of the new 
Zionism, the reinstatement of their people on a moral claim might 
actually have influenced the statesmen of the world, consciously 
and unconsciously in working for the regeneration of the smaller 
nationalities and for the recognition of the rights of the minorities? 

The Ark was opened by Mr. Nahum Sokolow and the El Molé 
Rachamim was rendered by the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch. The service 
ended with the reading of Olenw and the singing of Yigdal to the 
setting of the Penitential Days, Hatikvah and the National Anthem. 

Herzlia Memorial Meeting. 

A meeting to commemorate the anniversary of the death of 
Dr. Theodor Herz! was held by the “ Herzlia,’ at the Golders Green 
Synagogue Hall, on Tuesday. Mr. L, A, Isaacs presided. 

Haham Dr. Gasrer said that he wanted to tell the meeting what 
Herzl really stood for. .He had become a legend and a legend was 
something that contained little truths. Many stories were circulated 
of Herzl which were grotesque and fantastic. He felt sorry that the 
diary had been published, because it did not do full justice to his 
wonderful character. Herzl’s original idea was to establish any- 
where an independent Jewish State, but his friends explained to 
him that in this he might merely receive the support of people seek- 
ing a haven of refuge from constant persecution. tut if he picked 
on Palestine, he .would have Jewry behind him. They wanted 
Zionism not philanthropy. Herzl wanted independent political 
freedom, he wanted a centre frem which the Jews could speak to 
other nations on equal terms. ~ We have had enough of Chaluka 
and of beggary and philanthropy,” said Dr. Gaster in conclusion. 
“We must try and live up to the ideals of Herzl; we have aimed 
high and we want to take the flag and unfurl it over Jerusalem, asa 
Jewish Flag.”

“Shall We Close Our Doors?” 


From Councillor ARTHUR HOWITT, J.P. 


To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir.—Reluctant though Lam to appeal again to the Community, 
I fecl that there is no other alternative if the Commercial Road 
Talinud Torah is not to put up the shutters. 

Our Appeal last year fell far short of expectations, and the 
whole of the money realised was utilised in the payment of the bank 
interest, the reduction of the amount still outstanding to the builder 
and of the bank mortgage. Put briefly, the position is that, while 
the ordinary income is in the neighbourhood of £35 to £40 per week, 
the ordinary expenditure is about £60. This, of course, is apart 
from the bank mortgage interest and loan reduction. We have, in 
the next few days, to meet the demands of the bank and we are 
faced with the grave position of having no funds whatsoever at our 
disposal. £500 is the urgent necessity, without leaving anything tn 
hand for our ordinary work, for which the Talmud Torah has been 
so highly commended: by competent authorities. 

‘To-day, when insidious and scarcely veiled attacks, financially 
well supported, are being made against orthodoxy, it is appalling to 
know that one of the citadels of traditional Judaism, where well 
over four hundred young people are being taught the tenets of their 
Faith, should be placed in such a dangerous predicament. 

It has to be understood that the Commercial Road Talmud 
Torah has not alone to make up the deficit on its ordinary income 
to carry out its functions ‘properly, but it has also to face the 
burden of its building debt. 

To help it to stave off disaster for the next few months and 
without considering the larger question of placing it upon a firm 
financial structure, | would appeal to the Community, through the 


‘columns of your esteemed journal, to help us to secure £1,000 and 


thus prevent the possibility of having to restrict our activities, to 
the detriment of the hundreds of children who are, through the 
influence of the Talmud Torah, being nurtured at the wells of 
Jewish learning and Jewish idealism. So grave a crisis calls for 
the spontaneous support of Anglo-Jewry.

AN ARTIST WITH FORCEFUL PERSONALITY, 


Mr. Hyam Myer, to judge from the exhibition of his pictures at 
the Goupil Galleries, seems to be a zealous striver after effect, 
downright, emphatic and “with no nonsense about him.” Unfor- 
tunately, those who parade these qualities consciously generally end 
up, in their pictures, as unsubtle, coarse and obtuse. Mr. Myer, 
who is not without traces of talent, is no exception to the rule, 
New and important truths about forms and colours are not to be 
registered except by minds which approach them with a conscien- 
tious humility, and one would gather that the present artist is 60 
intent on appearing as a forceful personality that he allows his 
ruthlessness to permeate his vision, from which everything but 
sensitive attention should be banished. 

In such pictures as "Pavement Acrobats” (No. 1) or “ Swimming 
Pool” (No. 13), the idea is not reinforced by sufficient observation, 
so that the quality of the paint is poor and haphazard; and, as the 
artist has evidently not sufficient reserves of knowledge to build up 
the wsthetic effect out of his own mind, the general impression ig 
empty, theatrical and amateurish, 

When Mr. Myer chooses to study his subject carefully, the 
result is more interesting. “The Red Chair” (No. 31) reflects this 
greater care. Here each brushstroke is expressive of something 
genuinely seen and though the painter has still far to go in develop- 
ing his vision, there is considerable promise in the clever counterpoint 
between the reds in the chair, the scarf and the apples, and the 
metallic jug which, though divorced from this immediate back- 
ground, has a vivid relationship to the browns, blues and greens of 
the floor and wall. “ Trees and Pond” (No. 14) also shows traces of 
restraint and genuine observation, and two or three of the other 
pictures are marked with a rudimentary power of composition which 
lends hope that, if only Mr. Myer will content himself with the 
attitude of the student, instead of the bravura of the master, he 
may in time produce some work of solid value. h.

The Annual Meeting of subscribers to the Board was held at 5, 
Oxford Street on Sunday. Mr. S. H. Gluckstein, President, was in 
the chair. Mr. Herbert Wolf, Treasurer, who was unable to be 
present through indisposition, sent a letter in which he expressed 
indebteduess to Mr. H. L. Cohen, J.P., and his brothers for their 
most generous contribution of £2,000 to the special appeal.

The bulk of the business passing in the stock markets is in high 
class investments. British Government securities have a substantial 
following. It is declared in many quarters that American money is 
going into British Funds, which is not surprising in view of the 
abundant credit supplies on the other side, and the comparatively low 
rates of interest available on strict invest ment securities in New York. 
New capital issues are finding favour. This remark applies to the 
better class issues. Anything of a doubtful character is left with the 
underwriters. There is no difliculty at the moment in raising money 
at 5 per cent. interest, providing that the security is beyond question. 
The successful newcomers immediately command a premium in the 
market when dealings in them begin on the Stock Exchange. In other 
direetions business is comparatively sma!!, although there are bargain 
hunters prepared to take up lines of good class shares when available 
at low prices. Speculation is a dead letter. There are some who 
anticipate a revival during the autumn months, but the probability is 
that no speculative revival will be seen unless there is a definite 
improvement in the volume of business in the better class securities. 
The market is anxiously awaiting the interim dividend announcements 
by the home railway companies at the end of next week. Traffic 
returns have been decidedly poor, but it is possible that further 
economies have been effected in working costs. Present prices for 
the junior stocks of the companies discount a cut of 1 per cent., or more, 
on last year’s dividends, and as speculative investments some of the 
stocks are worth consideration. 


Good Shipping Results. 

The lines of the Furness Withy shipping company run mainly between 
Europe ani the American Con‘in n‘, cni very largely to South American 
ports, both on the Atlan’ic anl the Pacific. Trading conditions in South 
America, it is well known, have been by no means favourable durinz a large 
port of the past year, an! in view of this the report of Furness Withy & 


Co. for the year to April 30th last can be regarded as quite satisfactory. - 


There is a not profit of £595,276 compared with £653,393 in the previous 
year. The company has n> difficulty in m»in‘aining its final dividend at 
5 per cen‘., making 10 per cent., less tax, for the third year in succession, 
anil after again appropriating £250,000 for depreciation, it is able to carry 
forward £236,171 against £264,957 brought in‘o the accounts. The com- 
pany s balance sheet is particularly in‘eresting on this occasicn owing to 
a chine in the form resulting from the new Companies Act. Last year 
shipp:ng, property and investmcn‘s in associated companies appeared as 
n> item, totalling £5,148,877. This time it is divided into shipping property 
£1.211.847 and investments in subsidiary companies £5,288,216. It will 
be secn that there has becn a ccnsiderable increase in the total, and the 
company has evidently added cofsiderably to its trading assets. That this 
has becn possible without any call cn the shareholders for capital is the 
result of the conservative policy in the past, which allowed the company 
to accumulate investmcn‘s in gilt edged and other stocks totalling £3,244,168 
at the end of 1929. This year that item has been reduced to £2,212,714. 
‘Tae company has an issued capital of £5,500,000, of which £4,000,000 is 
in Ordiniry shares, and there is a reserve fund of £2,000,000. The shares 
stand at 33s. At this level they offer an attractive yield and form a good 
industrial investment, 
Schweppes’ Enterprise. 

At the annual meeting of Schweppes, Limited, held in April. last, it 
was stated that the sales of fruit cordials were showing a satisfactory increase. 
An announcement that negotiaticns are being completed to acquire a con- 
trolling interest in Kia-Ora, Limited, is, therefore, of considerable im- 
portance. The latter company manufactures fruit juices, and was formed 
last year to take over an Australian company of the same name. Already 
a maiden distribution has been made by the payment of an interim dividend 
of 4 per cent. on the £410,000 of issued Ordinary capital. The deal is a 
development which should certamly strenzthen this side of the business. 
For the year ended December 31st last, Schweppes’ net profit was a record 
at £180,285, compared with £172,851 for 1928. There is an authorised and 
issued capital of £1,225,000 in 300,000 5 per cent, Cumulative Preference, 
400,000 Ordinary and 525,000 Deferred shares, all of £1 each. After payment 
of the Preference dividend, the Ordinary shares are entitled to a Cumulative 
dividend of 8 per cent., and then the Deferred shares receive a cumulative 
dividend of 7 per cent. Of the remaining profits, one-quarter goes to the 
Ordinary and three-quarters to the Deferred shares, Over 20 per cent. was 
earned during 1929 on the deferred capital, and a dividend of 10 per cent. 
was paid, Profits have been partly utilised for some years past in writing 
down goodwill. “Last time £25,000 was applicd in reducing this item and 
£50,000 was placed to reserve. On prospects of larger distributions in future 
years, the Deferred shares at their ruling price of 34s, 6d. offer attractions 
as a speculative investmens. 


Printer’s Setback. 

There are few bus'n»sses which have not been affected in some way by the 
gen>oral setback in world trading conditicns which has taken place during 
the past year with falln: prices both in stock markets and commodity 
markets. The chanze has reflected not only on producers and manufacturers 
but on every’ kind of intermediary and auxiliary business, In the case of 
Thomas de la Rue & Co., the prin‘ers, the setback is particularly unfortunate. 
This old established firm passed through a period of difficulty shortly after 
the war and in 1925 there was a capital reorganisation. In the past few years 


it has shown steady recovery with expansion of work and profits and last 
year it was able to stare Ordinary dividend distributions with a payment of 
3 per cent. The report for the year to March 30, 1929, now issued shows 
that protits have fallen back from £30,154 to £16,241. No dividend is to be 
paid, and, after providiny £5,000 for depreciation, the balance is to be added 
to the carry forward, making it £23,460, The report points out the ways 
m whi h the company’s trade was affected. Security printing, it states, is 
being affected as a result of the financial difficulties prevailing in many 
foreign countries, The volume of trade in its specialities such as playing 
ecards and pens has been restricted by the lack of purchasing power both at 
home and abroad. Australia has in the past been cn* of the Company's 
best overseas markets and in this case trading conditions have become 
particularly difficult. Commercial printing however is increasing in volume,

(market value at date being £304,000), Treasury bills £19,518, and cash 
£28,594, or in all £348,426. The Directors were able to increase the carry 
forward to the substantial sum of £189,408, and at the same time to pay 
an increased dividend of 174 per cent. free of tax on the ordinary shares. 

With regard to the depression in South Africa, it had not arisen from 
any demerit in that country or its people but was the direct result of the 
unfortunate conditions, political and commercial, existing in Europe and 
extending throughout the world. lle was satisfied that the people out 
there would tackle the position with determination, and that they would 
be among the first to be on the crest of the first wave of returning pros- 
perity. The Union Government meant to act — not to play with palliatives. 


South Africa was a land of sunshine and of hope and also of action, and. 


they certainly need not worry about the future of the country. 

As to the Company, it was in an excellent position. It had ample 
capital, good organisation and management, and was controlled by men 
who not only had large knowledge and experience of the country, but 
also had—and this to his mind was always the surest safeguard—very 
large personal financial interest in its success. Their products were well 
known, and well liked, over half a Continent, and their quality compared 
favourably with similar products brewed in any part of the world.

The defence to the action was that the plaintiff 
and Walter Beyfus did not obtain the necessary consent to their marriage 
Mrs. Bevfus. cross-examined by Mr. J. D. Cassels, K.C., for the defence, 
said that her maiden name was Elfrida Nunn. She had never married 
anyone but Walter Beyfus. Mr. Cassels; On your marriage did you 
describe yourself as Elfrida Cosier, a widow ? E was Elfrida Cosier. 1 


was not a widow. I had taken his name by deed _ poll-—the 
man from whom I inherited a large sum of money. He left me 
everything he had. Had you, been known as Mrs. Cosier?-—-Yes,

Courtof MARK HOCHGLIcK, silk merchant, carrying on business at 41, 
Gutter Lane, E.C., who failed in June, 1929, with liabilities £10,327 and 
net asscts £5,066. He attributed his failure to loss in trading, depreciation 
of stock and losses through accommodation transactions. 


SIDNEY UNGER and LESLIE COHEN, trading as Unger and Co., of 3 and 
5, Buckle Street, Leman Street, E., shop fitters, attended for public 
eXamination in the London Bankruptcy Court last week. The debtors 
failed in May of this year with cross liabilities £2,742, of which £1,915 are 
expected to rank for dividend against net assets £215. Their failure was 
due to heavy overhead expenses ; loss on under-estimating contracts, etc. 
‘The examination was closed. 

Kose BoGUTSKY, a native of Poland, carrying on business at 36-48, 
Wood Street, Cardiff, as a costumier, attended for her public examination 
before Mr. Registrar Harry Cousins, at the Cardiff Bankruptcy Court. 
Her statement of affairs showed gross liabilities of £20,039 and liabilities 
to rank of £12,139, a balance for partly secured creditors of £1,035 and 
preferential debtors £259, making a total of liabilities of £13,413. Her 
assets were £2,874 leaving a deficiency of £10,539. Over £10,000 was due 
for trade goods, £1,000 for borrowed money and £499 for unpaid capital in 
connection with certain shares. From time to time she had been buying 
considerable property in Wood Street, but the deeds of all the property 
were held by the bank against a bank overdraft of £6,560 2s. 7d. Her 
wage bill was over £60 a week. Her husband was paid £5, two daughters 
£2 10s. each and she herself took out £5 a week. The goods were marked 
at cost price and the assistants were told to sell at the best price they 
could get over the marked price. The cause of her failure was that the 
selling price obtained was too low.

Cross-examined, 
Miss Watts denied that she picked Morris up in the street. It was stated 
that Morris’ record showed that he was born in Carlisle in 1589 of Jewish 
parents, and, among other convictions, had served three months for forgery 
in 1927.

Each of the accused is 
charged with false pretences, incurring a debt and obtaining credit byfraud 
and conspiracy. lubenstein was alsocharged with forging and uttering an 
Sir Walter Greaves Lord, K.C., M.P., Recorder of Manchester, in 
opening the case for the Prosecution, said: “ The charges against the nine 
menu relate to aseries of transactions which the prosecution allege were 
designed to cheat traders of their goods. The accused men brought 
together a very elaborate set of machinery, including the formation of 
three limited companies, in order to form the means of getting possession 


of goods and the method of disposing of them,” The hearing was 
adjourned.

HE story of Balaam, which was read 
in Synagogue last Sabbath, is one 
of the most interesting. in the 
Pentateuch and contains some fine 

poetic passages. It casts an interesting side- 
light on the superstitions of the heathen 
nations through whose territories Israel had 
to make his way in his journey to the 
Promised Land, 

THE EVIL SENTENCE. 

We see the importance which the idolatrous 
peoples of those days attached to an evil 
sentence when pronounced by a soothsayer, 
such as Balaam was. The approach of a 
mighty army to his borders filled the 
Moabite king Balak with alarm. He was 
fearful of resorting to arms to oppose their 
progress, and he thought that if only he could 
vet Balaam to curse the advancing hosts, 
disaster would befall them. The prophet 
‘responded to the summons, but at the very 
outset it was made clear to him that the people

The fact that in the Bible account he received 
his warning from an ass, an animal popularly 
associated with stupidity, is an indication 
that the futility of his mission was made 
obvious to him at the very start. Balaam 
was honest enough to recognise that it was 
impossible tor him. to fulfil his patron's 
demand i! a shred of his own reputation were 
to survive.

GOODLY TENTS. 

(;azing at the ordered camp of Israel with 
the Tabernacle in its midst, he perceived the 
futility of enchantments and divination 
against a people who had made religion the 
centre of its daily life. As Balak led him 
higher up the mountain and the panorama of 
israel’s serried hosts lay still more clearly at 
his feet, he was moved to exclaim: “ How 
yoodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy taber- 
nacles, O Israel!” He foretold that this 
well-organised army would overcome all the 
peoples that barred their progress. Fortune 
awaited those who assisted them, disaster 
those who opposed them. “ Blessed be every 
one that blesseth ‘thee, and cursed be every 
one that curseth thee,” he cried, arousing 
Balak's anger. How wonderfully this prophecy 
has been fulfilled in history! Those peoples 
that have been kind to Israel have prospered; 
those that have persecuted him have gone 
under! 

BALAAM'S FATE, 

There are many Jewish legends concerning 
Balaam. He is said to have been one of the 
leading magicians of Pharaoh who opposed 
Moses and Aaron in Egypt. He it was who 
advised the drowning of the Israelite children 
in the river. Again, he was responsible for 
leading the Israelites astray, even after he 
had pronounced his prophecies praising them 
under the Divine impulse. When the 


Israelites waged war on Midian, he was slain 


with the sword;and Phineas the priest is 
said to have been the one who ended the life 
of the soothsayer. One of the legends told 
about Balaam is interesting. He had tried to 
persuade Pharaoh to take the life of Moses 
when a child, but Pharaoh's daughter 
threatened to kill him if he laid hands on the 
infant, so he fled to Ethiopia, and in the 
absence of the monarch of that land had 
himself proclaimed king, and fortified him. 


self in a walled city when the king returned. 
On one side of the city he placed fiery serpents 
which barred approach. When Moses fled 
from Egypt. he assisted the king in the siege 
of Balaam’s fortress, and he collected a huge 
flock of storks which killed the serpents, and 
so the city was taken. Balaam then returned 
to Egypt. These are fanciful legends which 
enhance the interest surrounding the name 
of one of the most interesting heathen per- 
sonalities mentioned in Scripture.
